carried out or exercised or is to be carried out or exercised on or about 
real estate whose owner has neglected or refused to pay any local taxes, 
fees, assessments, betterments or any other municipal charges. 


2. Paragraph (b) of said first paragraph, as so appearing, is 
amended by striking out the first sentence and inserting in place thereof 
the following sentence: 


The licensing authority may deny, revoke or suspend any license or 
permit, including renewals and transfers of any party whose name 
appears on said list furnished to the licensing authority from the tax 
collector or with respect to any activity, event or other matter which is 
subject to such license or permit and which activity, event or matter is 
carried out or exercised or is to be carried out or exercised on or about 
real estate by any party whose name appears on said list furnished to the 
licensing authority from the tax collector; provided, that written notice is 
given to the party and tax collector, as required by applicable provisions 
of law, and the party is given a hearing, to be held not earlier than 
fourteen days after said notice.

ARTICLE 22 - To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Wetlands 
Protection By-Law: 


Purpose: 


The purpose of this by lay is to protect the wetlands, related water resources, and 
adjoining land areas in the Town of East Bridgewater by controlling activities deemed 
by the Conservation Commission likely to have a significant or cumulative effect 
upon resource area values, including but not limited to the following: public or 
private water supply, groundwater, flood control, erosion and sedimentation control, 
storm damage prevention, water quality, water pollution control, fisheries, wildlife 
habitat, rare species habitat, agriculture, and recreation values, deemed important to 
the community (collectively, the “resource area values protected by this bylaw”). 


II. Relation to the Wetlands Protection Act: 


This bylaw is adopted under the Home Rule Amendment of the Massachusetts 
Constitution and the Home Rule Statutes; independent of the Wetlands Protection 
Act, M. G. L. Ch. 13 1, Section 40, and Regulations thereunder, 3 10 CMR 10.00. 


Ill. Jurisdiction: 


Except as permitted by the Conservation Commission or as provided in this bylaw, 
no person shall commence to remove, fill, dredge, build upon, degrade, discharge 
into, or otherwise alter the following resource areas; any freshwater wetlands; 
marshes; wet meadows; bogs; swamps; vernal pools; banks; reservoirs; lakes; ponds 
of any size; rivers; streams; creeks; lands under waterbodies; lands subject to flooding 
or inundation by ground water or surface water; and lands within 100 feet of any of 
the aforesaid resource areas (collectively the “resource areas protected by this 
bylaw”). Said resource areas shall be protected whether or not they border surface 
waters. 


IV. Conditional Exceptions: 


The application and permit required by this bylaw shall not be required for 
maintaining, repairing, or replacing, but not substantially changing or enlarging, an 
existing and lawfully located structure or facility used in the service of the public to 
provide electric, gas, water, telephone, telegraph, or other telecommunication 
services, provided that written notice has been given to the Commission prior to the 
commencement of work, and provided that the work conforms to performance 
standards and design specifications in regulations adopted by the Commission. 


The application and permit by this bylaw shall not be required for emergency projects 
necessary for the protection of the health and safety of the public, provided that the 
work is to be performed by or has been ordered to be performed by an agency of the 
Commonwealth or a political subdivision thereof; provided that advanced notice, 
oral or written has been given to the Commission prior to the commencement of 
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work or within 24 hours after commencement; provided that the Commission or its 
agent certifies the work as an emergency project provided that the work is performed 
only for the time and place certified by the Commission for the limited purposes 
necessary to abate the emergency; and provided that within 21 days of 
commencement of an emergency project a permit application shall be filed with the 
Commission for review as provided by this bylaw. Upon failure to meet these and 
other requirements of the Commission, the Commission may, after notice and a 
public hearing, revoke or modify an emergency project approval and order 
restoration and mitigation measures. 


Other than stated in this section and Section V, the exceptions provided, in the 
Wetlands Protection Act, M.G.L. Ch. 13 1, Section 40, and Regulations 3 10 CMR 
10.00, shall not apply under this bylaw. 


V. Agricultural Exemption: 


The application and permit required by this bylaw shall not be required for work 
performed for the normal maintenance or improvement of land which is lawfully in 
agricultural u se at the time the work takes place. Such agricultural activity shall be 
subject only to the Wetlands Protection Act, M.G.L. Ch. 13 1, Section 40, and other 
applicable laws as at present. 


VI. = Applications for Permits and Requests for Determination: 


Written application shall be filed with the Co ion to perform activities affecting 
resource areas protected by this bylaw. The permit application shall include such 
Information and plans as are deemed necessary by the Commission to describe 
proposed activities and their effects on the resource areas protected by this bylaw. 
No activities shall commence without receiving and complying with a permit issued 
pursuant to this bylaw. 


The Commission in an appropriate case may accept as the permit application and 
plans under this bylaw the Notice of Intent and plans filed under the Wetlands 
Protection Act, M. G.L. 13 1, Section 40, and Regulations, 3 1 0 CMR 10.00. 


Any person desiring to know whether or not the proposed activity or area is subject 
to this bylaw may in writing request a determination from the Commission. Such a 
Request for Determination (RFD) shall include information and plans as deemed 
necessary by the Commission. 


At the time of permit application or RFD, the applicant shall pay a filing fee specified 
in the Regulations of the Commission. The fee is in addition to that required by the 
Wetlands Protection Act, M.G.L. 13 1, Section 40, and Regulations, 310 CMR 10.00. 


Upon receipt of a permit application or RFD, the Commission is authorized to require 
an applicant to pay a fee for the reasonable costs and expenses borne by the 
Commission for specific expert engineering and other consultant services deemed 
necessary by the Commission to come to a final decision on the application. This fee 
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is called the consultant fee. The specific consultant services may include but are not 
limited to resource area survey and delineation, analysis of resource area values, 
including Wildlife Habitat evaluations, hydrogeologic and drainage analysis, and 
land use law. 


The Commission may waive the filng fee, consultant fee, and costs and expenses for a 
permit application or RFD filed by a government agency 


The Commission may require payment of a consultant fee at any point in its 
deliberations prior to a final decision. The applicant shall pay the fee to be putina 
consultant services account of the Commission which may be drawn upon by the 
Commission for specific consultant services approved by the Commission at one, of 
its public meetings. The exercise of discretion by the Commission in making its 
determination to require payment of a consultant fee shall be based upon its 
reasonable finding that additional information acquirable only through outside 
consultants is necessary for the making of an objective decision. The Commission 
shall return any unused portion of the consultant fee to the applicant Any applicant 
aggrieved by the imposition of, or size of, the consultant fee, or any act related 
thereto, may appeal according to the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws. 


The town hereby accepts the provisions of M.G.L. Ch- 44, Section 53E, for purposes of 
administering jointly the filing fee and the consultant fee provisions of this bylaw. 


Vil. Notice and Hearings: 


Any person filing a permit application or RFD with the Commission at the same time 
shall give written notice thereof, by certified mail (return receipt requested) or hand 
delivered, to all abutters at their mailing addresses shown on the most recent 
applicable tax list of the assessors, including owners of land directly opposite on any 
public way or private street or way, and abutters to abutters within 100 feet of the 
private property line of the applicant including any in another municipality or across 
a body of water. The notice to abutters shall state where copies of the permit 
application or request, with plans, may be examined and obtained by the abutters. 
An affidavit of the person providing such notice, with a copy of the notice mailed or 
delivered, shall be filed with the Commission. 


The Commission shall conduct a public hearing on any permit application or RFD, 
with written notice given at the expense of the applicant five business days prior to 
the hearing, in a newspaper of general circulation in the municipality. The 
Commission shall commence the public hearing within 21 days from receipt of a 
completed permit application or RFD unless an extension is authorized in writing by 
the applicant. The Commission shall issue its permit or determination in writing 
within 21 days of the close of the public hearing thereon unless an extension is 
authorized in writing by the applicant. 


The Commission shall have the authority to continue the hearing to a certain date 
announced at the hearing, for reasons stated at the hearing, which may include 
receipt of additional information from the applicant or others deemed necessary by 
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the Commission in its discretion or comments and recommendations of the Board of 
Selectmen, Planning Board, Board of Appeals , Board of Health, Highway Surveyor, 
and Building Inspector. The Commission in an appropriate case may combine its 
hearing under this bylaw with the hearing conducted under the Wetlands Protection 
Act M.G.L. Ch. 13 1, Section 40, and Regulations 310 CMR I 0.00. 


VIII. Permits and Conditions: 


If the Commission, after a public hearing, determines that the activities which are 
subject to the permit application or the land or water uses which result therefrom are 
likely to have a significant individual or cumulative effect upon the resource area 
values protected by this bylaw, the Commission, within 21 days of the close of the 
hearing, shall issue or deny a permit for the activities requested. If it issues a permit, 
the Commission shall impose conditions which the Commission deems necessary to 
protect those values, and all activities shall be done in accordance with those 
conditions. 


The Commission is empowered to deny a permit for failure to meet the requirements 
of this bylaw, for failure to submit necessary plans requested by the Commission; for 
failure to meet the design specifications, performance standards, and other 
requirements in the regulations of the Commission; for failure to avoid or prevent 
unacceptable significant or cumulative effects upon the resource area values 
protected by this bylaw, and where no conditions are adequate to protect those 
values. 


Lands within 100 feet of the specific resource areas are presumed important to the 
protection of these resources because activities undertaken in close proximity to 
wetlands and other resources have a high likelihood of adverse impact upon the 
wetland or other resources, either immediately, as a consequence of construction, or 
over time, as a consequence of daily operation or existence of activities. These 
adverse impacts from construction and use can include, without limitation, erosion, 
siltation, loss of groundwater recharge, poor water quality, and loss of wildlife 
habitat. The Commission therefore may require that the applicant maintain a strip of 
continuous, undisturbed vegetative cover within the 100 foot area, unless the 
applicant convinces the Commission that the area or part of it may be disturbed 
without harm to the values protected by this bylaw. 


To prevent wetlands loss, the Commission shall require applicants to avoid wetlands 
alteration whenever feasible; shall minimize wetland alteration; and, where alteration 
is unavoidable, shall require full mitigation. The Commission may authorize or 
require replication of wetlands as a form of mitigation, but only with adequate 
security, professional design, and monitoring to assure success, because of the high 
likelihood of failure of replication. 


A permit shall expire three years from the date of issuance. Notwithstanding the 
above, the Commission in its discretion may issue a permit expiring five years from 
the date of issuance for recurring or continuous maintenance work, provided that 
annual notification of the time and location of work is given to the Commission. Any 
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permit may be renewed once for an additional two year period, provided that a 
request for renewal is received in writing by the Commission prior to expiration. 
Notwithstanding the above, a permit may contain requirements which shall be 
enforceable for a stated number of years, indefinitely, or until permanent protection is 
in place, and shall apply to all owners of the land. 


For good cause the Commission may revoke or modify a permit or determination 
issued under this bylaw after notice to the holder of the permit or determination, 
notice to the public, abutters, and a public hearing. 


No work proposed in any permit application shall be undertaken until the permit 
issued by the Commission with respect to such work has been recorded in the 
registry of deeds or, if the land affected is registered land, in the registry section of 
the land court for the district wherein the land lies, and until the holder of the permit 
certifies in writing to the Commission that the permit has been recorded. 


The Commission in an appropriate case may combine the permit or determination 
issued under this bylaw with the Order of Conditions or Determination of 
Applicability issued under the Wetlands Protection Act M.G.L. Ch. 13 1, Section 40, 
and Regulations 310 CMR 10.00. 


IX. Regulations: 


After public notice and hearing, the Commission shall promulgate rules and 
regulations to effectuate the purposes of this bylaw. Failure by the Commission to 
promulgate such rules and regulations or a legal declaration of their invalidity by a 
court of law shall not act to suspend or invalidate the effect of this bylaw. 


Ata minimum these regulations shall define key terms in this bylaw not inconsistent 
with the bylaw and procedures governing the amount and filing of fees. 


X. Definitions: 


T'he following definitions shall apply in the interpretation and implementation of this 
bylaw. 


The term "bank" shall include the land area which normally abuts and confines a 
water body; the lower boundary being the mean annual low flow level and the upper 
boundary being the first observable break in slope or the mean annual flood level, 
whichever is higher. 


The term "vernal pool" shall included confined basin depression which, at least in 
most years, holds water fora minimum of two continuous months during spring 
and/or summer, and which is free of adult fish populations, as well as the area 
within 100 feet of the mean annual flood boundary of such a depression, regardless of 
whether the site has been certified by the Massachusetts Division of Wildlife and 
Fisheries. 
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The term "rare species" shall include, without limitation, all vertebrae and 
invertebrate and plant species listed as endangered, threatened, or of special concern 
by the Massachusetts Division of Wildlife and Fisheries, regardless of whether the 
site in which they occur has been previously identified by the Division. 


The term “person” shall include any individual, group of individuals, association 
partnership, corporation, company, business organization, estate, the Commonwealth 
or political subdivision thereof to the extent subject to town bylaws, administrative 
agency, public or quasi-public corporation or body, this municipality, and any other 
legal entity, its legal representatives agents, or assigns. 


The term "alter" shall include, without limitations the following activities when 
undertaken to, upon, within, or affecting resource areas protected by this bylaw- 


A. Removal, excavation, or dredging of soil, gravel or aggregate materials of any 
kind; 

B. Changing of preexisting drainage characteristics, flushing characteristics, 
sedimentation patterns, flow patterns, or flood retention characteristics; 

. Drainage, or other disturbance of water level or water table; 

. Dumping, discharging, or filling with any materials which may degrade water 

quality; 

E. Placing of fill, or removal of material which would change elevation; 

F. Driving of piles, erection, or repair of buildings, or structures. of any kind; 

G. Placing of obstructions or objects in water, 

H 
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. Destruction of plant life including cutting of trees; 
Changing the temperature, biochemical oxygen demand, or other physical 
biological, or chemical characteristics of any waters; 
J. Any activities, changes, or work which may cause or tend to contribute to 
pollution of any body of water or groundwater, 
K. Incremental activities which have, or may have, a cumulative adverse impact on 
the resource areas protected by this bylaw 


XI. Security: 


As part of a permit issued under this bylaw, in addition to any security required by 
any other municipal or state board, agency, or official, the Commission may require 
that the performance and observance of the conditions imposed thereunder 
(including conditions requiring mitigation work) be secured wholly or in part by one 
or more of the methods described below: 


A. Bya proper bond or deposit of money or negotiable securities or other 
undertaking of financial responsibility sufficient in the opinion of the 
Commission, to be released in whole or in part upon issuance of a Certificate of 
Compliance for work performed pursuant to the permit; 


B. By aconservation restriction easement or other covenant enforceable in a court 


of law, executed and duly recorded by the owner of record, running with the 
land to the benefit of this municipality whereby the permit conditions shall be 
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performed and observed before any lot may be conveyed other than by 
mortgage deed. This method shall only be used with the consent of the 
applicant. 


XII. Enforcement: 


No person shall remove, fill, dredge, build upor4 degrade, or otherwise alter resource 
areas protected by this bylaw, or cause, suffer, or allow such activity, or leave in 
place unauthorized fill, or otherwise fail to restore illegally altered land to its original 
condition, or fail to comply with a permit or an enforcement order issued pursuant to 
this bylaw. 


The Commission its agents, officers, and employees shall have the authority to enter 
upon privately owned land for the purpose of performing their duties under this 
bylaw and may make or cause to be made such examinations, surveys, or samplings 
as the Commission deems necessary, subject to the conditions and laws of the United 
States and the Commonwealth. 


The Commission shall have the authority to enforce this bylaw its regulations, and 
permits issued there under by violation notices, administrative orders, and civil and 
criminal court actions. Any person who violates provisions of this bylaw may be 
ordered to restore the property to its original condition and take other action deemed 
necessary to remedy such violations, or may be fined, or both. 


Upon request of the Commission, the Board of Selectmen and the town counsel shall 
take legal action for enforcement under criminal law. Municipal boards and officers, 
including any police officer or other officer having police powers, shall have the 
authority to assist the Commission in enforcement 


Any person who violates any provision of this bylaw, or regulations, permits, or 
administrative orders issued thereunder, shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
$300. Each day or portion thereof during which a violation continues, or 
unauthorized fill or other alteration remains in place, shall constitute a separate 
offense, and each provision of the bylaw, regulations, permits, or administrative 
orders violated shall constitute a separate offense. 


XII. Burden of Proof 


The applicant for a permit shall have the burden of proving by a preponderance of 
credible evidence that the work proposed in the permit application will not have an 
unacceptable significant or cumulative effect upon the resource area values protected 
by this bylaw. Failure to provide adequate evidence to the Commission support this 
burden shall be sufficient cause for the Commission to deny a permit or grant a 
permit with conditions. 
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XIV: Appeals: 


A decision of the Commission shall be reviewable in the Superior Court in 
accordance with M.G.L. Ch. 249, Section 4. 


XV. Severability: 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this bylaw shall not invalidate any other 
section or provision thereof nor shall it invalidate any permit or determination which 
previously has been issued.

Tellers appointed by 
Moderator Carl W. Eastman, and sworn to duty by Town Clerk, Marcia Weidenfeller, 
were Jane Haines, John Keefe, Patrick Lynch, Elizabeth Hayes, Patricia McCusker and 
Donald Nelson. Non voters present were Dr. Judith Riordan, Superintendent of 
Schools, Frank Savino, Treasurer/Collector and Lou Molinari, a reporter from Star 
newspaper. Recording the meeting, from Media One, were Brian Liss and Jim Perry. 


The Moderator called the meeting to order at 7:40 p.m. Town Clerk, marcia 
Weidenfeller, read the Opening of the Warrant and the Return of Service. The 
Moderator declared a quorum was present. Before any action was taken, the 
moderator called for a moment of silence, honoring Dr. donald Bannerman, who had 
recently passed away. The Moderator then introduced Wendy Wilbur, a resident of 
town, who is aspiring to be involved in the Olympics, as a member of the rowing 
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team for the United States. The Selectmen then read a citation that was presented to 
the Library for its 100 Anniversary.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of 
the Town of East Bridgewater, Massachusetts, as of and for the year ended June 30, 
1997, as listed in the foregoing index. These general purpose financial statements are 
the responsibility of the Town of East Bridgewater, Massachusetts’ management. Our 
responsibility is to express an opinion on these financial statements based on our 
audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Gevernment 
Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United States. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance 
about whether the financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit 
includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures 
in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principals 
used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the 
overall financial statement presentation.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater; 


The Board of Selectmen is pleased to report the accomplishments of 
1997. The Board continues to emphasize long-term planning in its initiatives, 
and strives to balance the Town’s need for financial stability with the 
growing demand for services in our community. 


The Board, working with bargaining units, was successful in 
negotiating long term collective bargaining agreements. These agreements, 
while fair to our employees, fell within the parameters established by the 
Board of Selectmen and the Town’s finance officials. John Clifford, under the 
guidance of the Board, represented the Town in the negotiating sessions. 


One of the Board’s primary objectives for the past three years had 
been to facilitate the opening of another supermarket at Carriage Crossing. 
This objective was achieved in May, 1997, with the opening of Friend’s 
Market. Regrettably, the supermarket closed only three months later, due to 
a lack of sales. The Board has made it a priority in 1998 to emphasize 
economic development, as the Town’s lack of commercial/industrial 
development continues to place the tax burden almost solely on 
homeowners. 


The Board of Selectmen created a new Solid Waste Disposal 
Committee, and gave that committee the mission of developing a long-term 
' solid waste/recycling strategy. East Bridgewater will receive free trash 
pickup from BFI until February, 2000. It is the goal of the Board and the 
committee to have an effective recycling program in effect as soon as 
possible to minimize the cost of trash disposal when that date arrives. 


Paul Nisby announced his intention not to run for reelection to the 
Board in February. Mr. Nisby rejoined the Board in 1994, with the Town 
facing a financial crisis. Paul was an outspoken critic of waste and 
inefficiency, and refused to accept substandard performance from those 
hired to manage the Town’s affairs. Paul’s financial expertise and leadership 
were a key factor in the economic recovery of East Bridgewater, and the 
Board would like to thank him for his dedicated service. We wish him and 
his wife Nancy the best at their new home in Florida. 


The Board welcomed David Sheedy in April. Mr. Sheedy comes to 


the Board with several years’ experience on the Planning Board, most 
recently as Chairman of that Board. 
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The Board would like to note the retirement of two long time 
officials; Highway Surveyor Leo “Rusty” Trudeau and Tree Warden Eugene 
Fortier. The Board thanks both men for their years of dedicated service and 
wishes them well in their retirement. 


The continuing problem of unlicensed dogs and animal complaints 
was addressed through a bylaw change proposed by the Board of Selectmen. 
Under the new bylaw, the animal owner is assessed a fine similar to a 
parking ticket, with the possibility of court action, if the fine is not paid. This 
change has dramatically reduced the number of unlicensed, unvaccinated 
dogs, and has proved effective in addressing other dog complaints. 


The Board of Selectmen took steps to standardize the process for 
police hiring and promotions. This new process, while still going through 
some fine-tuning, represents a major step forward in our hiring practices. 


The Board would like to thank the students of the Southeast 
Regional Vocational Technical School for designing and constructing the 
furnishings in the Board’s conference room. The new furniture lends 
professionalism to the room, and serves as a tribute to the Town’s great 
relationship with Southeast. 


The Board of Selectmen and the School Committee collaborated on a 
Foundation Reserve Fund grant application which netted the Town $190,000. 
With the recommendation of the Board of Selectmen, the finance officers, 
and the School Department, this grant was voted by Town Meeting to fund 
technology upgrades at the High School. The Board thanks Dr. Judith 
Riordan John Clifford and for their work in securing this grant. 


The Board of Selectmen notes with great sadness the passing of 
William Kelleher and Richard Martini. Mr. Kelleher volunteered his time and 
expertise in the fire service on many occasions, most recently volunteering as 
consultant for the design of new fire apparatus. Mr. Martini was a major 
supporter of youth athletics in East Bridgewater, and had volunteered his 
professional expertise on the Solid Waste Disposal Committee. The 
contributions of these men were immeasurable, and both will be missed. 


The Town’s financial condition continues to be a major success story. 
Free Cash was certified at over $1 million for the second consecutive year, 
and for the first time in the history of the Town, the Stabilization Fund 
balance was increased to over $1 million. It should be noted that the Town 
was able to make these major financial gains while funding a major increase 
in education spending. The fiscal policies of strict budgetary controls, 
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aggressive tax collection, and promotion of teamwork continue to serve the 
Town well. The Board congratulates Collector/Treasurer Frank Savino, 
Town Accountant George Samia, Executive Assistant John Clifford, and the 
Finance Committee for the outstanding results that have been achieved over 
the past three years. 


The Board would like to thank Administrative Assistant Karen 
Grabau for her hard work throughout the year. The Board is able to conduct 
its business in an orderly fashion due to the efforts of Mrs. Grabau and her 
dedication is appreciated. 


In closing, the Board would like to thank all Town departments, 
boards, and committees for their cooperation and assistance to this Board 
and all the citizens of East Bridgewater.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East . 
Bridgewater: 


The year 1997 was the busiest year on record for this 
department. This continuing trend of increased number of incidents 
is not new and has been reported a number of times in past reports. 
This department responded to 1566 incidents in 1997, of those, 1045 
were Ambulance 


Related, the remaining 521 incidents were fire, rescue, public 
service or other forms of emergency incident mitigation. This 
department also conducted in excess of 300 inspections. It is 
important to note that these response numbers represent an increase 
of 60% from the year 1980 using the same level of full time 
employees that this department had at that time. 


I must, at this time, echo past reports and state that the issue 
of additional manpower should be addressed in the near future. 
While I understand the financial impact of additional employees, I 
must also report the needs of this department. I have advised the 
Board of Selectmen and the Finance committee of this need and hope 
to come to a long term solution through the annual budget process. 
I am pleased to report that the apparatus voted at the Special Town 
Meeting held on September 9, 1996 has arrived and has been placed 
into service, with the only exception being the Ladder/Tower, and 
we expect delivery of that unit shortly. Extensive training was held 
for department members on the proper operation and maintenance 
of this apparatus and these vehicles are serving the Town well. 
Furthermore, members have been outfitted with new protective 
clothing and self contained breathing apparatus which is providing 
them with safe and reliable equipment which is needed to perform 
their functions while minimizing risk of injury or illness. The new 
two-way radio system is in place and is providing the firefighters of 
this department along with the citizens who we serve with clear 
consistent communications. 


Fire prevention and education continues to be a priority for 
this department. We were very fortunate to be able to implement a 
nationally recognized fire prevention program in the Central School 
called Learn Not to Burn. Our community was one of only 266 in the 
entire country to be chosen for this program for implementation in 
1996, benefits of this program for our children was shown shortly 
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after the training began as two youngsters within our community 
escaped a fire in their home safely using techniques taught using this 
program. I would like to take this opportunity to acknowledge and 
thank the Superintendent of Schools, Judith Riordan, School 
committee, staff at the Central School and department members for 
their cooperation and assistance in implementing this program. 


My sincere thanks to the members of the East Bridgewater 
Fire Department, Board of Selectmen, Executive Assistant John 
Clifford and all other Town departments for their assistance and 
cooperation in helping to make 1997 a very productive year for your 
Fire Department.

The Board meets every second and fourth Tuesday of the 
month at 7:00 p.m. in the Board of Health Conference Room. 
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As of April 1, 1997, Leo Trudeau, Overseer to the Landfill retired. 
His diligent, efficient efforts and dedicated service as Overseer to the 
Landfill will be truly missed. We wish him all the best in his 
retirement. 
Funding for Title V Loans are now available. The percentage of 
failures is still extremely high. The following criteria must be met to 
qualify for a Title V Loan: 

1. Failed Septic System 

2. Must be in an Environmentally Sensitive Area 

3. Title V Inspection Report 


The loan’s terms will be a five-percent loan, to be paid back 
over 5, 10, or 15 years. Payment will be twice yearly with your real 
estate tax bill. The loan will be secured as a betterment assessment 
against your property. The betterment assessment may be paid off at 
any time, or when you sell your home, without penalty. You will be 
expected to make payments upon receipt of the first tax bill received, 
after the Certificate of Compliance is issued by the Board of Health 
for the completed and accepted Title V designated and installed 
septic system. 


Inspections of food service establishments, convenience 
stores, recreational sites and campgrounds continue on a regular 
basis. Also our Health Agent and Consulting Engineer, to ensure 
compliance with State and Local Codes, are monitoring repairs and 
new construction of Soil Absorption Systems. 

The Bridge Street Landfill is in the final stages of closure. R. Bates 
and Sons have been awarded the bid for closure construction. 
Richard Power, engineer has been appointed by the Board of Health 
as overseer to this project. By the Spring of 1998 construction should 
be completed and in compliance with the Department of 
Environmental Protection. 


On Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday of every week the 
Board of Health Nurse is available at the Board of Health Office, 2:00 
p.m. - 4:00 p.m. or by appointment in the mornings for Blood 
Pressure checks, Blood Sugar Screenings, TB Testing, B-12, etc. 
We would like to thank all town Departments and Boards for their 
continued support and cooperation during the year.

As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council 
(OCPC), we are pleased to present this report on behalf of the 
Council for 1997. 


The Old Colony Planning Council is one of thirteen regional 
planning agencies in Massachusetts, authorized by state statute to 
prepare plans for the physical, social and economic development of 
their respective regions. OCPC is the only regional planning agency 
in Massachusetts to be designated as an Area Agency on Aging. In 
this responsibility, the OCPC manages federal Older Americans Act 
funding for elder services in the fifteen communities in the Council’s 
regular planning district plus eight additional municipalities that 
constitute the elderly services planning and service area. The OCPC 
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is also designated as an Economic Development District by the U.S. 
Secretary of Commerce for coordinating economic development 
activities within the OCPC District. Lastly, the OCPC is designated 
as the Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO) for 
Transportation and Transit Planning for the region. We are proud to 
report that the Old Colony Planning Council has the distinction of 
being the only regional council in New England to hold all of these 
official designations at the same time. 


In addition to the designated responsibilities, the council is 
concerned with a wide variety of areawide and inter-municipal 
concerns as they pertain to the development of the Planning District. 
The council also assists its member municipalities with technical 
planning assistance, grant application preparation assistance and 
with information on local and regional trends by maintaining 
current socio-economic information. Each member community of the 
Council is represented by one delegate and one alternate member. 
The council members establish policy, develop the work program 
and employ and oversee the activities of the professional staff. The 
Council meets on the last Wednesday of each month at 7:30 p.m. in 
the OCPC offices located at 70 School Street, Brockton, MA. 


In 1997, the Council elected Eldon F. Moreira of west 
Bridgewater as President of OCPC; Joseph P. Landolfi of Stoughton 
as Council Secretary; and David A. Johnson as Council Treasurer. 
Daniel M. Crane serves as Executive Director of the Council. 

The council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Tree Department experienced a period of difficulty during the 
year due to some extenuating circumstances. The absence of the Tree 
warden, Eugene Fortier, from the end of February until his retirement in 
December, due to a medical problem,, decreased the manpower of the 
department by one-third for a period of time. It was not until July that a 
temporary, full-time employee could be hired to fill this void. 


.A wet, heavy snowstorm on April 1, 1997 created major tree damage 
throughout the town. All departments worked together during the storm to 
keep roads passable. The clean-up after this unusual storm involved several 
weeks and was accomplished by the Tree Department with major assistance 
from the Highway Department. 


Despite these crises, the department managed to perform its normal 
duties during the year of hazard tree removal, tree pruning, roadside 
removal and the care of several lawn areas. 


The removal of 82 trees that would have created a hazard to the 
public was accomplished. To replace some of the trees that were removed, 
the department, for the first time in several years, planted 30 trees along 
several of the town streets. Eight trees donated by Eastern Edison company 
were planted on the Town Common to replace trees that had succumbed in 
that area in the past. 


Numerous trees were pruned for the purpose of removing dead 
wood and/or for shaping. Many trees were pruned because of storm damage 
that caused broken and damaged limbs that required removal. 


Several miles of roadside brush was cut and chipped in an effort to 
create a safe situation and a pleasing appearance, also to foster grass to grow 
for more efficient maintenance by periodic mowing. 


The department mowed and maintained several lawn areas during 
the spring, summer and fall. These areas included the Town common, town 
Offices and Police Station, Town Cemetary, Hobart park and the Library. The 
department was also responsible for the flags on the Common and Hobart 
Park. 
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Poison ivy was sprayed along roadsides and, as allowed by law, on 
private property when requested. The operation was performed during the 
summer months. The elimination of hornet nests upon request also became a 
duty of the department during the hotter months. 


The aforementioned operations of the department, because of the 
absence of Tree Warden Eugene Fortier, were mainly by the direction of 
Deputy Tree Warden, Kenneth Krushas. 


I, as your present Tree Warden, have several objectives to 
accomplish or initiate during the coming year of 1998. These objectives 
include the reinstatement of an annual tree planing program and the 
reestablishment of a town nursery, the updating and modernizing of major 
and minor equipment, which in some instances involves safety factors, the 
applying for tree related state and/or private grants and to instate the Town 
of East Bridgewater into Tree City U.S.A. To explore into a computerized 
program that will list and categorize all public shade trees in the town and to 
initiate the hiring of a part-time employee for the busy periods of late spring 
and summer area also additional objectives of mine. These changes will 
entail expenditures but will create a safer, more effective and efficient 
department. 


It is with sincerity that we in the Tree Department thank all the other 
town departments, officials and townspeople for their assistance, support 
and understanding during the past year.

The Board of Water Commissioners is pleased to announce 
that it has accomplished one of its long range goals of painting the 
inside of the Highland Street storage tank. Not only was the tank 
painted but at the same time a new drainage line was installed to 
handle any possible overflow of the tank. 
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Water Department Superintendent Scott McCann reported 
on the following: there were 48 service renewals, 7 service repairs, 7 
water main breaks and 16 hydrants repaired or replaced. 


There was 53 new services added to the water department 
files, for both residential and business accounta for a total of 3712 
accounts. 


Water Department Administrative Assistant Lucille Smith 
noted that the first billing from the new billing program was 
produced in August of 1997 with little or no problems. 


The Water Department is continuing the process of 
converting the water meters for electronic reading. Under this 
program 363 conversions have been installed since the program 
began 10 months ago. The Board would like to thank the residents 
for arranging access to their homes for these conversions. 


Corrosion Control facilities have been completed at all well 
sites except the #1 Well, which will be completed in 1998. As a result 
of these installations, rusty water and green staining complaints 
have reduced significantly. 


In November of 1997, the board voted to raise the water 
rates sue to an increase in the budget as a result of the start-up of the 
Corrosion Control program. The last water rate increase was in 1989. 


The department would like to welcome Mrs. Nancy Hacker 
on board as the new part-time Senior Clerk and to thank Mrs. Patti 
ortenzi for her service to the department for the last five years. 


Through the PIC program the department has several boys 
to aid the department in painting 50% of hydrants during the 
summer. 


The Board would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
other Town Departments for their cooperation in working with the 
Water Department.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SURVEYOR 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


1997 proided for a fairly mild winter until the April Fools Storm hit. 
Town employees and hired contractors were able to clean up the town ina 
timely fashion with only a minimal amount of school closings. When the 
snow was gone, the second clean-up began. In mutual cooperation between 
the Highway and Tree Departments, and with the rental of a second brush 
chipper, we were able to chip the brush accumulated from the storm. 


The spring election saw Rusty Trudeau retire after 13 years on the 
Highway Department, 10 as Highway Surveyor. 


On April 14%, I took over the Department and shortly after, hired 
Steven Bradbury to fill my vacated position on the Highway Department. 


Phase II of the summer Street project was completed during the 
spring. The road was pulverized, graded, paved and a berm was installed. 
All of the driveway approaches were brought up to grade of the berm and 
the entire berm was backed up with loam and seeded on lawn areas. All 
rough areas were backed up with gravel. 


The Route 104 and 106 Project was started in late fall by the P.A. 
Landers Company. The project is being funded by the state at 100%. 


Our regular road maintenance is taken care of by our highway 
employees. With our town-owned equipment we clean over 1150 catch 
basins, sweep and remove the sand and debris from the winter storms, mow 
the grass islands in town weekly, as well as, mow the edges of the roads 3to 
4 times per year. 


I would like to thank Nancy Hacker for 11 years of service to the 
Highway Department, and also to welcome Nancy Feeney who is taking 
over the clerical position. 


I thank the employees of the highway Department for their support 
and hard work. I also want to thank the townspeople for voting me into 
office. You will not be disappointed in the future.

While 1996 was a year of stability and celebration of the 
library's 100“ anniversary, in 1997 change once again became a part 
of the fabric that makes up the East Bridgewater Library System. 


First, we experienced several changes in staff over the course 
of the year. In September, High School Librarian Nancy Hughes left 
her position in the library to become a teacher at East Bridgewater 
High School. Anne Johnson, former Assistant Director at the Public 
Library, filled this vacancy. She made a remarkable transition to the 
high school library, servicing students, administration and faculty 
with her effective, quiet way. Janet Coleman, former Technical 
Services Librarian at the Public Library, stepped into the role of 
Assistant Director equally well. The patrons were pleased to see a 
familiar face at the front desk, and Janet assumed her responsibilities 
in October with enthusiasm and skill.

Librarian Mary Davis and Library Assistant Sharon Fowler worked 
tirelessly throughout the year to make this move a success, and the 
new media center is not only beautiful, but also state of the art. Even 
with so many changes, there are things that remain the same. 
Stability has always come from Mrs. Boucher, who works endlessly 
with the children at the Central School to teach them to love and use 
the library. As we continue to provide service to the town through 
the public library and the three school libraries the Board of Library 
Trustees wishes to thank the entire library staff for their hard work 
and dedication to making this library system a success. 
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Programs and special events were held throughout the year. 
The public library’s new sign, commissioned in celebration of the 
100 anniversary of the library building, was installed in the month 
of January. Designed and created by Sign Language, Inc., of 
Norwell, this sign makes a distinguished addition to the front lawn 
of the library. Also in January, The Anne Hynes Alumni Collection 
was dedicated at the High School Library. This special collection 
brings together the writing, art and music of nearly a century and a 
half of students of East Bridgewater High School, in addition to 
housing literary publications, town reports back to 1854, microfilm 
and videocassettes. This ever-expanding collection honors the 
devotion and spirit of former High School Librarian Anne Hynes. 
The Board of Library Trustees extends special thanks to Jane Haines 
and Beth Hayes, who worked tirelessly to make this dream a reality. 


In February, thanks to the efforts of artist Cheryl McCabe 
and Pat Cronin, Chairman of the English Department at East 
Bridgewater High School, the program “The Creative Voice” was 
held at the public library. This evening of poetry, art and music 
enriched everyone who attended. In April, as part of National 
Library Week, the public library once again sponsored “The Great 
American Read Aloud.” The readings of Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Judith Riordan, Town Moderator Pete Eastman, journalist Jane 
Haines, and outdoorsman and artist Randy Julius were enjoyed by 
all. June brought flowers inside the library when the East 
Bridgewater Arts Council sponsored the special exhibit “Landscapes 
and Flowers.” The artwork and floral arrangements that graced the 
front reading room were spectacular, and the library was honored by 
their presence. Throughout the year, the Reading Club continued to 
meet on a monthly basis, with members volunteering to lead 
discussions on various books. The Friends of the Library also 
continued their monthly meetings, gathering to discuss and plan 
events such as book and bake sales and special performers to 
enhance library services. 


_ The Children’s Room proved to be a busy place in 1997. In 
addition to weekly story times, monthly crafts, and school tours, the 
Bridgewater Visiting Nurses held a Teddy Bear Clinic, author Ingrid 
Larsen volunteered to read her books at a special program, and the 
Puppet Club was established. Summer brought school vacation and 
the annual Summer Reading Program to the Children’s Room. 


Children’s Librarian Jennifer Repeta worked ceaselessly to 
create a summer full of special events and programs for the nearly 
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200 children of East Bridgewater who registered to participate in 
“Celebrate, Read.” Special programs included stories by Storyteller 
Diane Edgecomb, a Dance-Fest with Brenda DeSousa, a Quilting Bee 
with the Sachem Quilters, a Bird Presentation by Cheryl’s Parrot 
Place, “Deaf Awareness & You” with Karen Glickman, a program 
presented by naturalist Randy Julius, and a Bicycle Safety Rodeo 
with Officer Kennedy of the East Bridgewater Police Department. 


The library owes so much to the many contributions of the 
East Bridgewater community. Once again the South Shore Savings 
Bank sponsored the pass to the New England Aquarium and the 
East Bridgewater Kiwanis sponsored the pass to the Science 
Museum. Library users also made contributions to the museum pass 
fund by dropping their spare change in the “big jug” on the 
circulation desk. Cheryl McCabe continued her work of organizing 
and hanging art shows to grace the walls of the Eastman Room. 
Local scouts helped to beautify the outside of the library. Boy Scout 
Troop 32, under the leadership of Jack Julius and Dale Julius, 
devoted an evening to cleaning the library grounds in the spring, 
while Brownie Troop 685, under the leadership of Cindy Sparks and 
Denise Zimmerman, decorated the library sign with corn stalks and 
chrysanthemums to celebrate the arrival of autumn. When the 
Mitchell Middle School moved into its new media center, Boy Scout 
Troop 29, as part of the Eagle Scout project of Michael Grasso, lent 
their organizational skills and muscles to the move. The East 
Bridgewater Educational Advisory Council made a generous 
donation to the middle school library, to help with the purchase of 
materials for the new media center. Volunteers continued to help at 
the public library, as Lorraine Roan and Roberta Barroll gave of their 
time again this year. The library was also the benefactor of many 
donations by individuals of books, audiotapes and other materials. 
These items, whether added to the library collection itself, or saved 
for the Friends of the Library Book Sale, are truly appreciated. The 
library's Community Room was as busy as ever, as 24 different 
groups used the room a total of 338 times during the year. Once 
more, the Board of Library Trustees extends their special thanks to 
everyone who gave of their own time, talents and resources to 
benefit the East Bridgewater Library System.

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REPORT OF THE VERTERANS’ SERVICES DEPARTMENT

1997, was the most successful Legislative Year ever for Veterans. 
The following Bills were passed: 


1.) All Clause 22 Real Estate Tax Exemptions for Disabled Veterans (DAV) 
Increased by $75.00 Annually with No Cost to Cities or Towns (first such 
increase in 25 years). 


2.) An Increase in Annuity Payments to Severely Disabled Veterans and for 
the First Time in Mass. History, Gold Star Parents will receive an 
Annuity. 


3.) Effective 1997, All Military Pensions are now Exempt from Mass. State 
taxes (has been in the “works” for more than 20 years). 


WWIL 50% Anniversary and Mass. Wartime Service certificates were 
issued in 1997. On October 8, 1997, Ground Breaking was held for the “First 
State veterans’ Cemetery” located in Agawam, MA.

Assistance is provided to Veterans and Dependents 
with filing claims for Federal Benefits such as Compensation/ Non-Service 
Pension Benefits/Schooling and Death Benefits. Federal Benefits of 
$169,189.00 were received by East Bridgewater Veterans and/or their 
Dependents during the First Six (6) Months of FY97/98.

This includes 
planning and preparation of Town parades, exercises, ceremonies 
and participation for events such as: Decoration Day, Armed Forces 
Day, Memorial Day, Flag Day, Independence Day, Veterans Day and 
others. | 


The EBPAC works with other Town committees and local 
civic groups and service organizations to ensure that the Town of 
East Bridgewater appropriately fulfills its legal and moral 
obligations to the People of out community, state and notion through 
recognition of those who have given of themselves so that our 
Country could remain Free and achieve greatness for all of its 
citizens. 


The following are a few highlights of the accomplishments 
of our Committee over the past year: 


On Saturday morning, May 24%, members of the Committee, 
together with a group of Legionaires from Post 91 and a team of Cub 
and Boy Scouts, marked the graves of all Town veterans in all 
cemeteries with American Flags, fulfilling the historical obligation of 
Decoration Day. 


On May 26", the committee, in conjunction with the 
Commercial Club and American Legion Post 91, hosted a Memorial 
Day commemoration. We sadly noted the passing of thirty-one 
military veterans from among our town residents: twenty from 
World War IL, nine from Korea, and two from the Vietnam War, over 
the past year. Moving and respectful Exercises on the Town 
Common included the recitation of Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address by 
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Andrew Buerger and the haunting notes of “Taps” by he and 
Andrew Domer. A Legion and Army Reserve honor guard rendered 
rifle salutes at each Veterans’ Monuments down flag-lined Central 
Street, and the crowd adjourned to the Commercial Club where, 
after a brief ceremony at the Peter Moskos memorial pavilion, a fine 
family style chicken barbecue was enjoyed by all those in attendance. 


On the evening of June 8 on the Town Common, the 
Committee coordinated a Flag Day observation ceremony conducted 
by American Legion Post 91 with Cub Scout Pack 28, and assisted by 
the Fire Department and Ted haines. Included in the commeration of 
Old Glory was the appropriately solemn Disposal by fire of many 
old and worn Flags contributed by Town departments and patriotic 
local citizens, some of whom were in attendance to witness the 
event. 


In conjunction with the Town’s Recreation Commission, the 
Committee provided bunting to decorate Town Hall and the 
Common bandstand, and hung American Flags from roadside utility 
poles in a patriotic display that encircled the Common and stretched 
down Central Street to Bedford in celebration of Independence Day 
on July 4%. 


In August, in response to the comments and requests of 
many of our sharp-eyed, patriotic-minded citizens, the 85 foot 
Veterans Memorial flagpole in Rowena Hobart Park on bedford 
Street was straightened; its internal cable halyards were replaced 
and a new gold ball was mounted on top, for the first time in ten 
years. 


On November 11% the Committee, together with American 
Legion Post 91, organized the traditional Tri-Town Veterans’ Day 
Parade and Exercises, which was hosted this year by our town of 
East Bridgewater. Our large contingent of marching units and our 
High School band, as well as our Selectmen, Fire and Police Officers 
once again represented us proudly during the parade from the 
Foxboro Company down Route 18 to the Exercises that followed at 
the Town Common. Many old-timers said this Veterans’ Day parade 
was the longest they could remember. MediaOne carried the event 
live, and a great time was had by all along the cool route of march. A 
welcome and successful Collation was coordinated by Mrs. Diane 
Nordberg and served by her Girl Scouts in the parish hall of St. 
John’s Church, immediately after the exercises. 
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Besides all this the committee also managed, on its small 
budget and with much volunteer help and a few donations, to 
maintain the Town’s Flags (at Rowena Hobart park and on the 
Common), and Memorials(the four squares), refurbishing wreaths 
and making needed repairs to some of the veterans’ monuments, 
restitching and eventually replacing all the Flags that were damaged 
by the effects of our unpredictable New England weather.

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REPORT OF THE SEWERAGE FEASIBILITY STUDY 
COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


As the first annual report of the SFSC, this report will focus 
on our activities since our inception in 1995. Our seven member 
committee has been meeting on a monthly basis since September 
1995. In our early meetings, it be came apparent that funding from 
outside of the Town tax base would be necessary for any major 
studies or construction that we may recommend to be accomplished. 


As a result of the financial implications, in the summer of 
1996 we completed and filed an application for a Community 
Development Block Grant. We were notified the following winter 
that we were not successful in obtaining the grant. 


In September of 1996, we requested and received our first 
budget from Town Meeting of $7,500. With that money, in the 
following winter we solicited proposals from consulting engineering 
firms to help the us in determining exactly what the Towns needs 
were, in relation to sewerage, and to help secure funds from sources 
from outside the Town. We selected the consulting firm of Guertin 
& Associates. 


The first task completed by Guertin & Associates was to 
document the Towns needs in relationship to wastewater disposal 
needs. This was accomplished by interviewing several Town 
Officials and researching the Board of Health records. In addition, 
the Committee developed a questionnaire regarding the Towns 
wastewater needs and desires. This questionnaire was distributed to 
approximately 2,000 homes in Town via the Middle and Central 
Schools. To date only 125 questionnaires have been returned to the 
Committee. The results of the questionnaire and the research 
Guertin & Associates performed was compiled by the Consultant in 
a report issued to the Committee in November of 1997, entitled “A 
Fresh Look at the Status of On-site Sewage Disposal Methods.” 
Based on the results of the questionnaire, over 65 percent of those 
who responded were in favor of sewering the downtown and the 
Route 18 business area. In addition, over 60 percent of the 
respondents where in favor of pursuing sewers on a town wide 
basis. 
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The Committee has also met with Representative Teahan, 
the Old Colony Planning Council and the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection to explore any other funding 
opportunities that may exist. Based on those discussions, in 
December of 1997, the Committee filed an application for state 
funding under the State Revolving Loan Program. This is a zero 
percent loan program for municipal wastewater studies and 
construction. If the Town is awarded the loan, the first step will be 
to complete a Comprehensive Wastewater Facility Planning Study. 
The object of this study is to document the Town’s needs and cost- 
effective alternatives available to meet those needs and then finally 
to develop a recommended plan to address those needs. 


The Committee has also sent letters of inquiry to the Towns 
of Halifax, Bridgewater, West Bridgewater, and Hanson to explore 
the possibility of joint venturing in determining a solution to 
wastewater treatment and disposal need of the Towns. At this time 
only the Town of Bridgewater has indicated that they are willing to 
meet with us to discuss any possibilities regarding a joint sewer 
system. The committee intends to follow up on these inquiries with 
several of the other towns.

REPORT OF THE 
GEOGRAPHIC INFORMATION SYSTEM STUDY COMMITTEE 
(GIS) 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


The Geographic Information System Study Committee was 
formed at the request of the Computer Study Committee and the 
Board of Selectmen in July of 1997. 


The GIS STUDY COMMITTEE members are representatives 


of various town departments and some Computer Study Committee 
members. 
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The purpose of the GIS Study Committee is to coordinate the 
departmental approach to GIS, thus assuring a system that works for 
everyone, is economically feasible for the town and will work on the 
planned computer network. 


A GIS (Geographic Information System) contains digitized 
maps of the town, specifically the assessors plans, along with a wide 
range of data. Assessors complete data base with values, building, 
land and legal information. Facts and information from every Town 
Department would then be added , wetlands maps, highway and 
road layouts, underground utility locations, census data, fire hydrant 
locations, water mains, drainage, easements, septic and building 
locations, crime watch information ,conservation lands and 
waterways These are just a very few examples. The GIS system 
when completed would be used by all town departments as well as 
the public. The obvious benefit of such a system would be the 
sharing of information between departments without the extensive 
(expensive) research time as well as increasing efficiency of the 
departments. 


The GIS Study Committee has had several meetings to 
educate itself in 1997. A field trip to the Moakley Center at 
Bridgewater State Collage gave the committee an example of GIS 
transportation planning, and was very informative . The committee 
is currently planning a meeting for all town officials and employes 
which will bring in an expert presentation for early in 1998.

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REPORT OF THE COMPUTER STUDY COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


The Board of Selectmen formed the Computer Study 
Committee (CSC) at the end of 1996. The selectmen asked us to find 
out what we have for computing in town government and determine 
what the committee could do to help town government take better 
advantage of computers. As it happens, many departments in town 
already had a good idea of what we could do for them, and they let 
us know! 


Four people volunteered to be on the CSC with each person 
bringing technical and real world experience to the committee that is 
and will continue to make it a valuable asset to the town. Anne 
Kaiser has experience using both IBM-compatible and Apple 
computers in the school department and other areas to accomplish 
sometimes-daunting tasks. Steve Meuse has vast experience in 
computer networking, Internet and various other technology related 
arenas. Frank Savino has strong experience implementing, 
supporting and using mini- and microcomputer systems in a 
number of towns. Gary Tobolski has been involved in all aspects of 
computer programming projects for over 20 years and has become 
knowledgeable in the implementation, support and use of personal 
computers over the last 10 years. We have also enjoyed the input of 
East Bridgewater High School senior and resident computer expert 
Carl Perry in the last few months. 


We are always open to having more computer 
knowledgeable members on the CSC that can provide input and 
help implement improvements to East Bridgewater's computing 
infrastructure. Non-members are also welcome to help out on 
individual projects that arise from time to time. Most importantly, 
we need more experienced people to help in web site design and 
creation, database planning and implementation, and PC 
programming via Microsoft Office Basic, Visual Basic and Microsoft 
Access. 


Initially, the CSC drew up a survey to learn what computer 
equipment and software was already in use throughout the town 
departments and commissions. In addition, we wanted to uncover 
needs and thoughts about how they wanted to take advantage of

computer technology in the future. The response to the survey was 
very good, with almost every department responding. | 


What we learned was that much of the computer equipment 
was outdated and there were many incompatibilities due to the type 
of hardware and software being used. Some departments, such as 
the Police, were pretty well equipped thanks to state and federal 
efforts to provide them with good tools to do their jobs. Others do 
not take advantage of technology at all and saw no need to change 
the status quo. 


Our overall goal is to ensure that the town makes wise and 

compatible purchases of computer hardware and software in the 

most cost effective and efficient manner we could. We all recognized 

that our job as a committee would be to: 

e suggest standardized generic software to be used throughout town 
government 

e- help with computer hardware and accessory purchases 

e help evaluate specialized software purchases 

e provide basic training in the usage of new computer hardware and 
generic software 

e help secure more in-depth computer training 

e plan and implement networking solutions to tie the departments 
together 

e establish internet access in town buildings for improved communications 
with outside contacts and to provide another research channel for 
government 

e develop an internet site to better share information with the townspeople 

e bea general resource to town departments for computer related 
information 


The current standards that the committee agreed upon 
include IBM-compatible personal computers, Microsoft Windows ’95 
operating system and Microsoft Office ’97. Specialized applications 
may require us to stray from this standard, but the vast majority of 
cases can be satisfied under it. We always look for good value in 
computer purchases by recommending systems near the top of the 
performance range, not just the least expensive option. Much time is 
spent shopping around for the best price/ performance of any 
computer-related purchase to be made so that we can make the best 
use of the limited funds available to the town. 
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As we set out to develop a plan for proceeding with our 
objectives, we were asked to help buy new computers for the 
Planning and Building Department, Board of Health and Veterans 
Office before the end of fiscal 1997. All three groups are now taking 
advantage of the new computers and learning more about their 
capabilities each day. 


Through the survey and talks with town employees, we 
learned that there is much interest in using Geographic Information 
Systems (GIS) to improve the functioning of our town government. 
Since one of goals is to help the town make wise and compatible 
software purchases, the CSC invited departments to discuss their 
ideas on GIS. We then asked the Board of Selectmen to form a GIS 
Committee with as many departments participating as possible to 
evaluate the need and possibly implement the East Bridgewater 
solution with this rapidly growing technological discipline. 


As part of our internet work, we contacted Al Matta, 
Chairman of the Cable Advisory Committee, to see what they 
planned for in the upcoming cable contract negotiations and how we 
could help get a cable company to provide internet service. The CSC 
developed a list of things to ask for in negotiations for a new cable 
contract with MediaOne or any other cable provider. The list was 
given to Mr. Matta and will be considered as cable negotiations take 
place. We are hopeful that the new cable contract will provide most, 
if not all, of the items that will help make our town government 
more efficient and responsive at a relatively small cost to the chosen 
cable service provider. 


In September, the Town Treasurer's office experienced a 
near catastrophe with its tax collection software. The CSC was 
already investigating alternatives for replacing the troublesome 
software over the next few months, but the urgency of the situation 
forced us to work more quickly with the treasurer to replace the ill- 
behaved system. We supported the purchase of new software and 
hardware to avoid lost tax revenues and were able to implement the 
new systems thanks to the positive support of town meeting. To 
improve the overall financial systems structure, the package 
included integrated accounts payable, general ledger, excise 
collection and other financial software for the Town Accountant's 
office. 


Late in 1997 the CSC received requests from the Selectmen's 
Office, Board of Assessors, Town Clerk and Fire Department to 
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discuss upgrades to their computer equipment. Each department has 
made a strong case for upgrading their hardware and software, with 
some needs much more critical than others. We are continuing to 
help these departments be able to meet their operating goals by 
researching and pricing alternatives, through education of the 
current and future states of computing, and by supporting their 
attempts at fulfilling their computer needs. 


We are now focusing more attention on planning the 
networking requirements of the town departments. This will involve 
both the physical wiring of town buildings and the creation of 
shared information to greatly reduce redundant work efforts of our 
employees. As we tackle this and all tasks, we look for the benefits to 
the departments and citizens in both financial and real world needs. 
The CSC looks forward to presenting these plans to you as we ask 
for your support in making the Town of East Bridgewater better 
through the use of computers!

REPORT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL SERVICES 
GROUP 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


The Southeastern Regional Services Group (SERSG) is a 
consortium of sixteen cities and towns located in Southeastern 
Massachusetts who have signed an Inter-Municipal Agreement for 
the purpose of creating a voluntary regional association. Members 
pay a yearly assessment of $3100.00 per year. The Board of Directors 
of SERSG design a yearly work plan of shared services that member 
communities will receive. Continuing SERSG projects include: 
cooperative purchasing (which continues to save members 
thousands of dollars), shared personnel training, monitoring of the 
de-regulation of the electric utility industry, drafting of a model 
street opening by-law for the purpose of assuring that public ways 
are properly restored following excavations, and grant writing for 
joint applications. The Board of Health of the towns of Easton, East 
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Bridgewater, Raynham and Stoughton asked SERSG to organize a 
Board of Health collaborative and to write a grant application on 
their behalf for a grant from the Massachusetts Tobacco Control 
Program. This collaborative was funded by the Department of Public 
Health for three years. These communities will benefit from shared 
tobacco cessation services, health education and technical assistance 
with drafting regulations. 


SERSG is assisted with its mission by three advisory 
councils. The SERSG cademic Council is composed of distinguished 
political scientists from area institutions of higher education. It met 
twice during 1997 at Stonehill College in March and at Northeastern 
University in September. We shared our luncheon at NU with 
former Gov. Michael Dukakis who now teaches in their political 
science department. Our Legislative Council consists of those 
members of the U.S. House of Representatives, the Mass. State 
Senate and the Mass. House of Representatives, whose district 
include SERSG communities. Our Legislative Council met once in 
May with our featured speaker being Congressman Barney Frank 
who spoke about the changes that will result from balancing the 
federal budget. The SERSG Executive council, consisting of all of the 
serving chief executive officers of each SERSG member community, 
had it inaugural meeting in October at The martin Institute. Our 
speaker at that meeting was Paul Trane, former Communications 
Director for the City of Somerville, who spoke about 
Telecommunications Planning. 


The SERSG program is flourishing and your municipality is 
receiving great value for its investment. We look forward to new and 
additional opportunities to serve your community in the up-coming 
year.

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REPORT OF SELF HELP INCORPORATED 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 

During the program year ending September 30, 1997, Self 
help, Inc. received a total funding of approximately $10.5 M and 
provided direct services to 16,521 limited income households in the 
area. 


In the Town of East Bridgewater, SHI provided services 
totaling $134,259 to 153 households during the program year 1997. 
The total funding of $10,525,610 does not tell the real value of human 
services delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help’s funding enabled 
us to mobilize an additional $1,189,088 of other community 
resources such as, volunteers, donations of space, and private 
donations in the form of goods and services. Therefore, the gross 
value of Self Help, Inc. during the past program year was 
$11,714,698. 


In addition, Self Help currently employs 255 individuals, 
many of whom are on a limited income, minorities, and who reside 
in our service area. 


We feel that October 1, 1996, through September 30, 1997 
was a successful program year for us because we were able to assist 
as many limited income individuals and/or families as we did, in 
spite of the challenges with which we were faced, such as the 
elimination and/or down sizing of programs and the decreases in 
funding we experienced. 


We thank all the volunteers, Board of Selectmen and Mr. 
Frederick Watson, your representative to our Board of Directors, Mr. 
John Clairi, representative of the limited income sector and 
representatives of the private sector, for helping to make Fiscal Year 
1997 a success.

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REPORT ON COUNTY COOPERATIVE EXTENSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


County Extension programs are carried out in Plymouth County in 
cooperation with UMass Extension (Amherst) and the United States 
Department of Agriculture. The Extension System is supported by 
County, Federal and State funds, and operates under Federal and State 
laws and agreements. Educational programs focus on four major 
program areas: Agroecology; Natural Resources and environmental 
Conservation (grant funds); 4-H youth, volunteer and family 
development; and federally funded Nutrition Education initiatives. 
Volunteer advisory groups work with staff on developing specific 
programs. Local citizens, appointed by the County Commissioners, 
serve as County Extension Trustees, directing the overall program. 
Extension staff serve as a direct link with the University of 
Massachusetts-Amherst. New research findings are translated into 
practical applications and shared with people and communities through 
workshops, conferences, field demonstrations, technical assistance, 
newspaper articles, radio and television. Publications such as regular 
newsletters and booklets, fact sheets, and home study courses, bring 
information directly to those who need it. 


In Plymouth County, the Extension outreach office is located on 
High St. Hanson. There is a satellite office in the City of Brockton, for the 
grant-funded Family Nutrition Program. In Southeastern Massachusetts 
regional programs are often conducted. UMass Extension also operates 
the Cranberry Experiment Research Station, located in Wareham. 
Currently the Plymouth County field staff consists of a County Director, 
two 4-H Youth Development Specialists, a Food Safety / Family 
Development Specialist, and a Landscape/ Nursery Specialist. A federally 
funded Expanded Food and Nutrition Education Program and the new 
Family Nutrition Program is run under the auspices of Extension. 
Currently, one supervisor, and three outreach educators work in this 
program. 


A three-year Water Quality Grant recently concluded work in the 
Taunton River Watershed Connections Project. For more detailed 
information on Cooperative Extension programs contact the county office at 
Box 658, Hanson, MA 02341.

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REPORT OF THE PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO 
CONTROL PROJECT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito 
Project are pleased to submit the following report of our activities 
during 1997. | 


The Project is a special district created by the State 
legislature in 1957, and is now composed of 25 Plymouth County 
towns, the City of Brockton, and the Town of Cohasset in Norfolk 
County. The Project is a regional response to a regional problem and 
provides a way of organizing specialized equipment, specially trained 
employees, and mosquito control professionals into a single agency 
wwith a broad geographical area of responsibility. 


The 1997 season began with an above normal water table 
which produced large numbers of spring brood mosquitoes 
throughout the County. Efforts were directed at larval mosquitoes 
starting with the spring brood. Ground ;arviciding was accomplished 
using B.t.i., an environmentally selective bacterial agent. Upon 
emergence of the spring brood of adult mosquitoes, ultra-low volume 
adulticing began. The Project responded to a record number of 
residential complaints during the summer. All sprayers and trucks 
performed well with little time lost to breakdowns. 


Eastern Equine Encephalitis virus was first isolated from 
Culiseta melanura,, a bird biting species, by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public health from collections in Kingston on August 
3, 1997. Of the season’s total of twenty-three EEE isolates, nineteen 
were from Plymouth County as follows: Kingston (8/3 (2),8/26, 9/1, 
9/14 and 9/28) Halifax (8/10 and 8?24), Carver (8/10, 8/17, 9/1(3), 
9/7(3) and 9/14) and Lakeville (9/7 and 9/14). Based on guidelines 
defined by the “Vector Control Plan to prevent EEE” in 
massachusetts, southeastern Massachusetts will be at a “moderate 
level of EEE risk” beginning the 1998 season. The recurring problem 
of EEE continues to ensure cooperation between this Project and the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 


During the summer of 1997, this Project continued 
cooperating with the Harvard School of Public Health on a Lyme 
disease surveillance program in Plymouth County Towns. 
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The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater area 
given below. While mosquitoes do not respect town lines the 
information given below does provide a tally of the activities which 
have had the greatest impact on the health and comfort of East 
Bridgewater residents. 


Insecticide Application: 5,006 acres were treated using truck 
mounted sprayers for control of adult mosquitoes. More than one 
application was made to the same site if mosquitoes reinvaded the 
area. The first treatments were made in may and the last in 
September. 


Aerial Application: Larviciding woodland swamps by 
airplane before the leaves come out on the trees continues to be very 
effective. In East Bridgewater this year, we aerially larvicided 180 
acres. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the 
larval stage, which can be found in woodland pools, swamps, 
marshes and other standing water areas. Inspectors continually 
gather data on these sites and treat with highly specific larvicides 
when immature mosquitoes are present. Last year a total of 68 
inspections were made to 66 catalogued breeding sites. 


Finally, we have been tracking complaint response time, that 
is the time between notice of a mosquito problem and response by 
one of our inspectors. The complaint response time in the Town of 
East Bridgewater was less than two days with more than 352 
complaints answered. 


Mosquito Survey: A systematic sampling for the mosquitoes 
in East Bridgewater indicates that Coquillettidia perturbans was the 
most abundant species. Other important species collected included 
culex pipens and Culiseta melanura. 


We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call our office 
for information about mosquitoes, mosquito-borne diseases, control 
practices, or any other matter of concern.

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REPORT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Southeastern offers 22 high school technical training programs and 
eight technical institute post-secondary programs. On October 1, 1997, 1,134 
students were enrolled in the high school and 154 students were enrolled in 
the technical institute. | 


East Bridgewater’s share of the total FY98 $3,699,467 assessment 
represents 81 students at a total cost of $276,713. 


Federal grants from a variety of sources were used to offset 
personnel and equipment costs. The school district participated in a Brockton 
My-Turn grant, won a statewide technology literacy challenge consortium 
grant, also participated in Title I, eisenhower Professional Development 
grant, special education entitlement grant, Perkins secondary and post- 
secondary occupational education vocational skills grants, Safe and Drug- 
Free grant, Title VI and additional competive Perkins single Parent and Tech 
Prep consortium grants. 


Southeastern also received a Goals 2000 Preservice Grant for 
beginning teachers. A mentoring grant which will enable the district and 
partners to work together to recruit, prepare and support a diverse group of 
teachers who qualify to help students to meet the learning standards of the 
statewide curriculum frameworks and accompanying student assessments. 
We also received another competitive grant in concert with the university of 
Massachusetts at Boston for recruiting a diverse teaching profession. 


We are excited about these innovative and progressive grants that 
have the potential for sustained and profound impact on the performance of 
teachers in the commonwealth. 


Curriculum revision and staff development continues to improve the 
quality of instruction. Many staff members have participated in the 
evaluation process of other schools in the commonwealth to better evaluate 
our current programs and comply with the recent New England Association 
of Schools and colleges five-year focus visit. We continue to integrate 
technology computer instruction into our academic programs. Word 
processing is an integral part of the English language arts program, and the 
mathematics and science programs use computers to re-enforce basic skills 
and provide practical applications of mathematical principals that have been 
introduced over the past year. 
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Some on-campus summer projects included re-roofing of various 
warehouses, new sidewalks for handicap access, and general maintenance 
within the building. Off-campus projects included installing handicap 
ramps, cabinets, countertops, and conference tables for various town halls. 
Currently we are now involved in constructing a 40X80 additions to the 
Brockton High School Field House. 


Student organizations continue to thrive and increase. Students 
participate in Distributive Education Club of America (DECA) program, the 
Vocational Industrial Clubs of America (VICA) program, and this past spring 
state gold medal award winners in Cosmetology and Graphic Arts competed 
in the national VICA competition at Kansas City, Missouri. 


In June of 1997, the school district graduated approximately 200 
students. Placement records indicate that over 90% of the Class if 1997 were 
placed in full-time jobs or had elected to further their education. 


Southeastern is always seeking new and different ways of 
conducting its educational programs at minimal costs to the taxpayers of the 
district. We are very appreciative for the cooperation and the support 
received from the residents of the School District.

REPORT OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL BUILDING ADDITION 
COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater; 


When the issue of overcrowding in the East Bridgewater Public 
Schools is discussed, all conclusions identified the need for additional 
classroom space. This year, the solution was finally at hand when the new 
wing at the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School opened to students after the 
February school vacation. The new wing is home to the 7 and 8 grade 
students. In addition to classrooms, the new wing also houses four science 
labs, two computer classrooms and an auditorium. 


The year 1997 was a year of deadline. The first of these was the 


completion of the classroom space in the new wing prior to the february 
school vacation. On the Friday before vacation, and with the help of the 
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custodial staff, students, teachers, and parent volunteers, the 7 and 8 grade 
students moved into their new classrooms. 


The next step was to begin the renovation of the existing classrooms. 
This work was done in two phases. To accommodate this work, the 5 and 
6% grade students and teachers were relocated to classrooms at the rear of 
the old wing. This move allowed the contractor to renovate half of the 
classrooms at one time. The deadline to complete this first phase of 
renovation was the April school vacation. Again, on the Friday before 
vacation, the students and teachers relocated to the newly renovated 
classrooms. The second phase of the classroom renovation then began. 


As the school year ended, the renovation of the cafeteria, music 
rooms, general office, art rooms, clinic, curriculum spaces and guidance 
offices began. The deadline for the completion of all renovation work was 
September. All areas were completed except the music classrooms, which 
were completed in October. 


The committee, with the help of Principal John Collins and 
Administrative Assistant Richard Achin, continues to complete the 
acquisition of equipment and furniture for the school. As 1997 closes, the 
comunittee has focused on completing the remaining installation of computer 
wiring and networking systems. 


Through the efforts of the clerk of the works, general and sub 
contractors, school administration and the building committee, the project 
remains on schedule and under budget. The committee looks forward to 
1998 and the completion of an addition that the whole community can be 
proud of. 


The committee also recognizes the efforts of the East B ridgewater 
Tree, Highway, Fire, Public Library and School Departments as well as the 
Selectmen’s Office. The advice, counsel and support provided cannot be 
measured, but are greatly appreciated.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
TREASURER/COLLECTOR/FINANCE DIRECTOR 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


I respectfully submit the Fiscal Year 1997 annual report of the 
Treasurer / Collector / Finance Director. 


I am pleased to report that during Fiscal Year 1997, we have 
continued to succeed in the progression toward our goals to bring the Town 
of East Bridgewater's financial condition, financial practices and General 
Bond Ratings, into ranges acceptable to the Massachusetts Department of 
Revenue, the various bond rating agencies (ie: Moody's and Standard & 
Poors), and the expectations of the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater. 
It is expected that during Fiscal Year 1998, we will not only continue to 
progress towards these goals but establish new goals to exceed the 
standards, resulting in a stronger financial position for the Town of East 
Bridgewater. 


Free Cash, one of the most important indicators of Financial health in 
a municipality, was certified by the Department of Revenue at $1,309,483 in 
Fiscal 1997, exceeding Fiscal Year 1996 Free Cash of $131,000 by $1,178,480. 
Fiscal Year 1996 was the first time the Town saw a positive figure since Fiscal 
1991. Continuing on our positive trend, we expect to see Fiscal Year 1998 
Free Cash to be certified slightly higher in the amount of $1,322,305, while at 
the same time maintaining services under minimal budget operations. We 
continue to strengthen the Towns Financial picture even on the heels of the 
Fiscal Year 1996 2.3 million dollar loss in operating revenue from the B.F.I. 
landfill. our success is largely due to a number of factors which incorporate 
proper financial planning and responsible budget projections, nominal 
budget reductions (while maintaining many of the usual services), 
outstanding cooperation between all departments of the Town, and the great 
resourcefulness of our various Department Heads, Committees and Boards. 
Especially important were the previous years jump in State Aid Chapter 70. 
While this additional Aid greatly help us to absorb the BFI loss, we must 
plan and prepare to balance our future operating budgets with only modest 
increases in State Aid. 


Another positive trend towards financial stability, is the growing 
stabilization fund. The diminished stabilization fund was an important 
factor when Moodys would not rate us as an investable entity. We have 
worked hard to build the stabilization fund from $3.31 in FY-94, $30,004.80 in 
FY-95, $207,068.78 in FY-96, and $566,608.32 in FY-97. It is expected 
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that the stabilization funds will be in excess of $1 .1 million in FY-98. This is 
one of most positive factors, when combined with a healthy Free Cash 
figures, that moodys will consider when determining a rating for East 
Bridgewater. The goal is to achieve a 7% of total budget in the Stabilization 
fund and to use it only for absolute emergency purposes and to keep it 
replenished to the 7% as much as possible. 


During Fiscal 1997 I applied for, and received, a Bond Rating for the 
Town of East Bridgewater that allowed me to successfully offer over 14 
million dollars of East Bridgewater Bonds on the Securities Market. After 
submitting a great deal of financial documentation as well as objective 
statistical information, I was able to obtain a rating of "A" from Moodys 
Investment Services. This rating allowed us to receive a net interest rate of 
5.1252% on our December 1996 Bond Offering of $14,405,000. Bonds which 
are rated "A" possess many favorable investment attributes and are to be 
considered as upper medium grade obligations. As our financial position 
strengthens in the future, I hope to apply for and receive and upgrade in our 
rating to "Aa". Each rating upgrade could save the Town hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in a future bond issue. It is therefore very important 
that we insure the Town's ability to continue on this road to success, 
especially due to the new S.E.C. regulations requiring continued and 
ongoing Financial Disclosure of any municipality that brings its securities to 
market. Under these new regulations, failure to keep up ratings and our 
healthy financial picture, would, as never before,' have devastating effects on 
the Towns ability to borrow in the future as well as the possibility of 
negatively effecting our obligations and liabilities to present investors, thus 
leaving us open to litigation. 


Continued careful attention to cash-flow and _ investment 
opportunities have resulted in additional savings and earnings for the Town. 
Tax Anticipation borrowing cost money and by careful attention to the 
Towns cash flow, unnecessary borrowing continues to be eliminated. 
Investment practices which call for safe insured investment at the highest 
possible yield resulted in the average investment return to the Town at about 
5.45%. These practices will continue into the next fiscal year with substantial 
increases in investment earnings, as I take the maximum advantage allowed 
under Federal S.E.C. regulations especially for those funds borrowed or 
bonded but not yet expended. I have made available to all citizens of the 
Town, a written investment policy for the Treasurer/Collector. This 
document will is available both at the Town Hall and the Public Library for 
review by any citizen of the Town. 
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Aggressive tax collection will continue throughout the next fiscal 
year. These aggressive collections have resulted in marked increases in our 
Free Cash and Estimated Receipts. New Tax Title Takings and Tax 
Receivables are beginning to fall off thereby reducing the required overlay 
and Fee Cash that must be kept in reserve until those taxes have been paid. 
By fully utilizing the State Street Collections Program and 


making available affordable delinquent tax payment plans to our citizens 
who have fallen behind in their tax payments, we have seen a greater 
percentage of tax collections for both current overdue taxes as well as Tax 
Titles. For those who will not pay, a very aggressive plan of action is already 
in effect which include over 20 active cases in Land Court for Tax 
Foreclosure and ten cases in the Civil Court system to collect taxes owed 
which exceed the value of the property taxed. In addition, it is expected that 
in January of 1998 a list of all unpaid Real Estate, Personal and Tax Title will 
be published in the Brockton Enterprise. This list will be public notification 
that, in accordance with Chapter 60 Section 2c of the Massachusetts General 
Laws, I plan to offer for sale, "in bulk" by auction, those Accounts 
Receivables listed . Six months after that publication the receivable account 
which includes penalty, interest, taxes and rights of foreclosure, will be sold 
to the highest bidder, unless the account has been paid in full. Under 
Chapter 60 Section 2c the minimum bid must be at least the total amount 
owed. This action will increase Free Cash and Surplus Revenue while at the 
same time reducing Overlay Reserve. Delinquent tax payers will then owe 
the taxes to the financial institution who bought the receivables and they will 
have an opportunity to request a payment plan directly from that institution. 
The limited restrictions on the payment amount and payback period that I 
am required by law to adhere to, will not have to be adhered to by the buyer 
of the receivable, thereby a greater opportunity for affordable payback terms 
will be available to the taxpayer. This new law will take effect for the first 
time in Fiscal Year 1998 and East Bridgewater will be one of the first 
municipalities in Massachusetts to take advantage of it. 


Tax Title Land Sales have commenced for properties taken by 
Foreclosure in Land Court many years ago but never sold. The results of this 
benefits the Town in two ways. First, the sales proceeds will replenish those 
revenues lost in unpaid taxes; and second, it will put those properties back 
on the tax rolls in order to increase our tax receipts. Future takings in Land 
Court will be sold in a timely manner for the same reasons. Seven Tax Title 
Possession Properties were sold at auction in November of 1996 for a total of 
$66,400. A new auction is scheduled for sometime in November of 1997. 
Several properties will be offered for sale. All properties sold will be put 
back on the tax rolls once sold. 
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Continued upgrade of the Town's Computer systems and office 
equipment will continue to be a priority. It is a concern of all Town 
departments to keep all their equipment upgraded, expandable and 
compatible. To this end a Computer Study Committee was formed to assist 
department heads with their purchases and (or) to help them assess their 
needs. This committee will examine all aspects of computerization 
throughout the Town, and make its recommendations based on the overall 
needs and network compatibility throughout Town Government. It will also 
be instrumental in overseeing the purchase of new equipment and software 
to replace the failing Munis Computer Software. 


Audit reports for Fiscal 1997 by our outside auditing firm of Theven 
& Company, P.C. are available in the Town Accountants office, Treasurers 
Office or the Public Library. Once again the results of this audit are very 
favorable both in the Management Letter and the Financial Statements. 


The town’s Financial Team, which is made up of the Town 
Accountant, Treasurer /Collector/Finance Director, Administrative Assessor, - 
and the Executive Secretary, is responsible for not only the completion of the 
official financial documentation of the town, but also the financial projection, 
explanation and advice rendered to the elected officials of the town of East 
Bridgewater. Those elected officials that deal with the finances, such as the 
Board of Selectmen, Board of Assessors, School Committee and Finance 
Committee, rely upon our professionalism and our collective knowledge to 
help guide them in their decisions in order to bring to the voters of the Town 
of East Bridgewater their best recommendations for a financially stable and 
secure municipality. For us to be successful, the job we do must reflect 
favorably upon them and give them the tools to achieve the goals for which 
they were elected. Once again, I think we have all succeeded in the 
progression of those goals and I look forward to being part of that 
progression again next year. 


I especially would like to thank my office staff, who by providing the 
competent daily support needed to keep the office functioning throughout 
the year, has allowed me to help attain the many important goals and 
objectives described above.

Beginning in 1994, new management established operating balance through 
conservative budgeting, expenditure controls, and stronger property tax collections. 
Another operating surplus is expected for fiscal year 1997. 


The Town Is a Small But Growing Residential Community; Wealth 
Levels Exceed Those of the Nation 


East Bridgewater is a residential suburb bordering Brockton to the south. Witha 
limited economic base, most residents commute to Brockton or into the metro area for 
work. The tax base has been expanding slowly but steadily in the past few years after 
some contraction through the recent recession. Although per capita income and 
housing values are below state levels. median family income is above that of the state. 


Debt Remains Manageable Despite School Needs 


The town's debt position remains manageable because of state reimbursement for 
school bonds, which forms the bulk of this issue. Proceeds of this issue will be used 
for a large school addition which will alleviate the system's capacity problems. There 
are currently no authorized unissued bonds remaining. Officials may seek 
authorization for $1.2 million for land acquisition at some point in the future.

REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN 
OF THE EAST BRIDGEWATER SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


I am pleased to submit this report as Chairperson of the 
School Committee. 


The year 1997 brought many changes to the East 
Bridgewater School System, beginning with the opening of the new 
addition at the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School in February, 
when the seventh and eighth grade students moved into their new 
classrooms. It was a moving and fitting ceremony that took place on _ 
June 24, 1997, in the new John C. Collins Community Auditorium, 
when the eighth grade students and their families were able to 
celebrate their many achievements of their middle school years. 
Many thanks go to Principal John C. Collins, Assistant Principal 
Howard Burbank, and the Middle School Building Addition 
Committee for their enthusiasm and efforts in making this addition a 
reality. 


Another significant change occurred on opening day of 
school, September 4, 1997, when the fourth grade moved into the 
newly renovated middle school. Under the supervision of Patricia 
McCusker, the newly appointed Assistant Principal for the upper- 
elementary classes, this transition was very smooth and the students 
are comfortable in their new surroundings. 


With the overcrowding of classes now reaching into the high 
school, it was decided that three of the kindergarten classrooms 
would move back into the Central School. Those classrooms have 
been turned back over to the High School for their growing needs. 
Unfortunately, this leaves the Central School with severe 
overcrowding still, even with the removal of the fourth grade to the 
Middle School. The auditorium at Central is used as a double 
classroom, the cafeteria does double duty as a gymnasium, and there 
is no music classroom. We are grateful for the superb guidance and 
wisdom of Principal George Frye and newly-appointed Assistant 
Principal Lorraine Pratt. It is their great enthusiasm that makes it all 
work. 
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It is quite probable that the number of students entering our 
schools is going to continue to increase, as the projection is for a two 
percent increase by the year 2000. We, as citizens of this town, may 
need to think of the possibility of needing another school building in 
which to house and teach these increasing number of students. 

The High School has completed, successfully, its second year of 
block scheduling. With an increase of approximately $1.5 million in 
the FY98 budget, we were able to offer additional course selections 
to the students, together with increasing the number of staff, thereby 
decreasing the class sizes. We were also fortunate to add indoor 
track and golf to our athletic curriculum. In the Fall of 1997, the 
National Honor Society inducted 48 students, making the total 77, 
the largest number of students ever in the National Honor Society in 
the history of the High School. 


The High School was saddened by the passing of Assistant 
Principal Harold Levine in August of 1997. We have, however, 
found in Carolyn Cragin a highly energetic and hard-working 
assistant principal, who has already made her mark in the High 
School. George Kelly, in his second year of being High School 
Principal, has shown us that we made the right choice in selecting 
him. He has earned the respect of the teachers, other administrators, 
the School Committee, and especially the students. 


The School Committee, itself, has also gone through some 
changes. In the Spring of 1997, Nancy Waldron announced her 
resignation, which was accepted by the Committee with regret. 
After interviews held jointly with the Board of Selectmen, Thomas 
Hamilton was appointed to fill Nancy’s seat until April 1998. In 
April 1997, at the annual reorganization meeting, I was elected as 
Chairperson, the first woman to hold this position, Gordon Hatfield 
was elected as Vice-Chairman, and James Hardy was elected as 
Secretary. In the Fall of 1997, I appointed Scott Hastings as our FY99 
Budget Chairman. Our student representatives for 1996-97 were Lila 
Moukalled and Beth Cushing, and for 1997-98, they are Daniel 
Moylan and Allison McLaughlin. All of these students have made 
significant contributions to our meetings. 


We were extremely fortunate to receive a Technology Grant, 
and are happy to report that the High School and Central School are 
now in the process of being wired for networking and internet access 
- a major step in reaching the goals set in our school improvement 
plans. The wiring of the schools will be supported by Foundation 
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Reserve and Technology Grant funds, and does not impact the 
operating budget of the schools. 


It is with great sorrow that we must mark the passing of Dr. 
Donald Bannerman, our school physician for so many years. His 
dedication to our schools and the students is missed by all. 
The School Committee wishes to thank all the town departments for 
their continued support this year, and we look forward to continuing 
this relationship in the up-coming year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee and the Citizens of the 
Town of East Bridgewater: 


It is a privilege to present the annual report of the 
Superintendent of the East Bridgewater Public Schools. The 1997 
year has been one of much progress and development within the 
school system. The year was characterized by major changes in the 
facilities and grade alignment of the system as the Gordon W. 
Mitchell School became a reality with students in grades 4-12 now 
attending this school. Of major significance was an increase in the 
school budget which provided funds to hire new staff and improve 
instructional services. The wiring of the Central and High Schools 
was also made a reality by the acquisition of funds from the 
Foundation Reserve Program and a Technology Grant. As always, 
we remain committed to the mission of the East Bridgewater Public 
Schools and to the remarkable students and families of East 
Bridgewater. 


The Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School was a viable 
learning environment when grades seven and eight entered the new 
classrooms following the February 1997 vacation week. The new 
addition to the Middle School was completed within budget and 
within the established time frame. The beautiful addition will be a 
source of pride for the community for many decades. The new wing 
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and renovation project were completed at a cost of twelve million 
dollars. However, the Town will be reimbursed for 80% of the total 
cost through the State School Building Assistance Program. The new 
wing added classrooms and science labs, offices, meeting rooms, a 
new media center, computer labs, a music suite and an auditorium. 
The wonderful, new auditorium provides space for dramatic and 
musical performances and an air conditioned facility for public 
meetings. The entire “old building” also underwent a complete 
renovation as phase 2 of the building process. It is exceptional for a 
new facility to be built with so few problems in the process and to be 
completed in such a satisfactory manner. My deepest appreciation 
goes to the Middle School Building Addition Committee, especially 
Chairman Jim Hardy and to Principal John Collins, for the many, 
many extra hours of work that went into overseeing the construction 
of this learning center. The entire Building Committee provided 
expertise and insight. It was only through the dedication of so many 
that this building has fulfilled all of the expectations that were 
present in the early dream. Members of the Middle School Building 
Committee will continue to meet as final items are put in place and 
will plan a formal, community dedication of the Gordon W. Mitchell 
Middle School in the fall of 1998. These members are: James Hardy- 
Chairman, Patrick Lynch-Vice Chair, John Michael Curley-Secretary, 
William Andrews-Treasurer and Edward Rodricks, Gordon Ross, 
Frank Hallquist, Margaret Alexander, Domenic DeAngelo. 


The opening of the addition was then the catalyst for 
moving grade four from the Central School to the Middle School in 
September 1997. The move was planned with much advance 
communication to parents and preview visits by the incoming fourth 
graders. The new grade alignment has proved itself in a most 
satisfactory manner and the alignment of grades is now K-3 in the 
Central School, 4-8 in the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School and 9- 
12 at the High School. While moving the fourth grade provided 
much needed classroom space at the Central School, our increased 
enrollment meant that two kindergarten classes and the pre-school 
class will still need to be housed at the High School. The new 
addition has allowed the system to establish additional classrooms 
and with the hiring of new classroom teachers bring the student 
teacher ratio down to no more than 25-1 at the Central School and 
approximately 26-1 at the Middle School for the present year. Space 
does continue to be a very serious issue for the schools. The Central 
School cannot house the entire kindergarten under its roof, must 
continue to use the cafeteria for a gym as classes must remain in the 
gymnasium, and there is still no room for music classes. The Middle 
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School will see capacity within a few years as the enrollment is 
expected to grow with children already in the system. As the larger 
classes begin to enter the High School, the need for space in this 
already cramped building will be critical. Our enrollment is 
projected to steadily increase to 2,529 by 2002. The Town will need 
to consider long range facility planning in the near future to meet the 
expectations of this community for an educational program of the 
highest quality. 


The Town should be very proud of the funding provided for 
the schools in the FY’98 school budget which was voted in June and 
increased in September 1997. This school budget provided an 
increase that allowed significant hiring of teachers for the first time 
in over a decade. The school administration placed the priority for 
new Staff on classroom teachers with four new teachers at the 
Central School, five new teachers at the Middle School and six at the _ 
High School. The additional teachers and classrooms reduced class 
sizes at all schools and provided for additional courses and electives 
at the High School. These positions were badly needed to reach 
reasonable class size and to provide adequate elective offerings for 
the High School students. The rigorous demands of educational 
reform mandate smaller class sizes for all grades and a full 
instructional schedule of 990 instructional hours for High School 
students. We are making every effort to meet the requirements of the 
educational reform statute and can only do so with continued 
financial support. 


Technology is an important part of the educational 
experience that each child must have to be knowledgeable for the 
21st century. We have made slow progress in times of fiscal 
constraints and our computer hardware, software, professional 
development and instructional programs have not yet caught up 
with the desires of students and teachers to learn with technology. 
That will change in this school year as a result of the new school 
construction and funds obtained from the Foundation Reserve 
Program, granted to the Town, and the Technology Grant received 
by the school system. There is much excitement as our schools 
anticipate being “on line” in the present school year. The Town 
voted the Foundation Reserve Funds, which were received as a 
result of the Town having undergone a critical loss of tax revenue 
when B.F.I. was no longer a taxpayer, for technology. Along with 
the Technology Grant funds these monies will wire the Central and 
High Schools so that all classrooms will be connected to the Internet 
without using any funds from the school operating budget. The

Internet capability was built into the construction project at the 
Middle School. There is still a significant need for computer 
hardware for the classrooms and instructional areas, but much 
progress has been made through this funding and the wiring of the 
schools. When the project is completed, the schools will be 
connected by a wide area network (WAN) and each building will 
have a local area network (LAN). The Technology Planning 
Committee was instrumental in overseeing this process. Members of 
the Technology Planning Committee are: Michael Basel, Deborah 
Beaucaire, Robin Billing, Howard Burbank, Jack Condon, Mary 
Davis, Harry Ferrell-Locke, Peter Folloni, Heather Fowler, George 
Frye, Paul Gregory, Thomas Hamilton, Scott Hastings, Alan Joughin, 
Anne Kaiser, Mary Lowe, Joanne McDonald, Carl Perry, Charles 
Wohlers, and Lee Wohlers. 


The Educational Reform legislation that is setting standards 
for education in the Commonwealth went into effect in 1993. The 
next years were difficult ones financially for East Bridgewater and 
the schools were not able to utilize all of the additional Chapter 70 
educational State funds as the Town needed to fund and balance a 
budget. This meant a state of status quo. This translated to level 
funding, or slow decline, for our school system while other 
communities were able to respond to the requirements of 
Educational Reform. The Town always did its best and when the 
financial circumstances changed in 1997, the Town provided a 
substantial increase in the school budget. The schools made much 
progress with the budget voted in 1997 for FY’98. However, with so 
many years of level funding and no progress, there is still a long way 
to go before our schools have reached the Foundation level which all 
schools must meet under the Educational Reform legislation and 
before our schools will have reached the State average for per pupil 
spending. Our students have received a quality education 
throughout the difficult financial years, but there is a toll in the 
educational process when there are large class sizes, out of date 
texts, a lack of technology and resources and too few staff. We have 
not yet reached the staffing levels that existed prior to 1981 when 
drastic cuts were made and the student enrollment was less. It is 
imperative that the Town continues to fund the very real needs of 
the school system while we are in a time of improved financial 
circumstances. Our schools, administrators, teachers and students 
will all be held to the high standards of educational reform and need 
the resources necessary to attain these standards. 
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Our school system is working hard to meet the expectations 
that have been set by the Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment 
Program (MCAS). The Assessment program will test all students in 
grades 4, 8 and 10 and will test students in grade 3 in reading. The 
testing program is based on the Curriculum Frameworks that have 
been established as instructional guides for all subject areas in all 
grades. The Curriculum Frameworks were completed and 
distributed by the State this year, although draft copies were 
available at different times in recent years. Our system has formed a 
Curriculum Council and system wide Curriculum Teams which are 
meeting to review the Frameworks and align our instructional 
program to reflect the Frameworks. Ultimately, the instructional 
program in all grades and subjects will be aligned with the State 
Curriculum Frameworks. This is a lengthy process, but one that 
must be completed and integrated by classroom teachers in order for 
our students to be knowledgeable as to the expected learning results 
required for assessment. We have a very big job that will be ongoing 
and part of our staff professional development for the next several 
years. It is hoped that our community will recognize the 
evolutionary process of educational reform, the development of new 
programs and the attainment of the high standards set by 
Educational Reform. The successful attainment of higher standards 
of achievement is dependent on funding and our mutual 
commitment and happens over a period of time. The community, 
home and school must jointly accept the responsibility and work 
together to achieve these standards. 


One of the ways that the school system hopes to meet the 
demands of the future for our schools and our community is - 
through a process of Strategic Planning. Funds were able to be 
provided in the budget this year to undertake a Strategic Planning 
process. A broad based committee will be developed representing 
the schools, town government and the community at large. It is 
expected that this Strategic Planning Committee will develop a 
Vision for the school system that will be a directive into the next 
century. The Strategic Planning Committee will then set goals to 
achieve the Vision. Action Planning Committees with interests in 
specific goals will then establish the objectives needed to accomplish 
the plan. This process will provide a long range plan for our school 
system that will facilitate budgeting, planning, evaluation and 
communication with the community. 
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Our school system is also in the process of exploring the 
provision of after school care and the potential of future before 
school care within our schools. We recognize the need for childcare 
in these before and after school hours as so many of our families 
must work outside of the immediate area. The proposal that has 
been explored in the 1997 year has been with the Family Y to provide 
such services within our schools. Families were surveyed, a need 
established, and the project is in development at this time. 

There are many people who give so much to our students and 
schools and who need to be acknowledged in a report to the Town. 
First, the School Committee of East Bridgewater should be 
recognized by all as an exceptional group of caring and committed 
individuals who devote many, many hours to the School Committee 
meetings, to preparation for the meetings, to serving on sub- 
committees and other committees of the schools and town, and who 
represent our schools on boards and at public gatherings. The East 
Bridgewater School Committee is a model for all school committees. 
They are professional, knowledgeable, work cooperatively and 
provide leadership for the schools. The School Committee members 
take time to know the schools and our students, the needs and the 
accomplishments. The Committee applauds the achievements of our 
students and shares your concerns if needs are not met. We have an 
excellent school system because the kind of people that comprise our 
School Committee represent the values of this community so well. 

I am also grateful to the hard work of the administrative team of the 
schools who are called on for Herculean service in these times of 
Education Reform and who respond with selflessness, especially 
Principals Frye, Collins and Kelly. The quality of our teaching staff 
is demonstrated daily in all our schools as is the skill and 
commitment of our support staff. The enormous demands of 
overseeing the delivery of services of the Special Education Program 
is carried out in an exemplary manner by Mrs. Kathryn Levine, 
Director of Pupil Personnel Services. My appreciation is also 
extended to Mr. Richard Achin, Administrative Assistant, for his 
work, especially with transportation and food services. Mr. Achin 
was also instrumental this year in assisting with so many bid 
processes required in obtaining equipment and furnishings for the 
Middle School. 


Our school system has accomplished all that it has in the 
1997 year in part due to the support and awareness of the Board of 
Selectmen, Executive Director John Clifford , Treasurer/ Collector 
Frank Savino, and Town Accountant George Samia. These officials 
have provided information, understanding and guidance. Their 
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wise management of Town affairs has enabled the Town to fund a 
school budget that can begin to meet the requirements of 
Educational Reform, and I am grateful to them. Town Highway 
Surveyor Rusty Trudeau was of much assistance until his retirement. 
Our present Highway Surveyor, John Gormley, has taken over this 
role and provides much assistance and excellent communication. 


We have very successful integration of ongoing programs 
with our Police Department, such as DARE with Officer Jan 
Cunningham, and the intervention programs of the Juvenile 
Detective, Officer Michael Kennedy. The cooperation and 
communication that exists between the Police Department and the 
School Department is a part of the ongoing relationship of Chief 
Silva and the schools. The Fire Department is always there for us in 
emergency situations that may arise and for assistance whenever 
called upon. Of course, there is a special relationship with the Public 
Library System which operates our school libraries. This unique 
cooperative arrangement is beginning to receive notice as a model 
for integrated delivery of services in communities. The good will, 
spirit of cooperation and community pride that is evidenced by our 
town departments and officials has done much to a provide the 
foundation for a healthy, vital school system that is looking forward. 


I am indebted daily to the professional secretarial staff that 
functions in the central office. The demands on these individuals, 
Mrs. Anne Kaiser, Mrs. Janet Perkins, Mrs. Mary Ellen Parris and 
Mrs. Judy Bina have increased each year. They meet every need, 
often staying long hours to ensure that materials are completed. Our 
central office is a difficult work environment because of inadequate 
space. This is another facilities issue that must be addressed in the 
future. 


The school community lost a caring friend with the passing 
_ of Dr. Donald Bannerman. Dr. Bannerman was the school physician 
for over fifty years. His dedication to the children of East 
Bridgewater and his service to the community is acknowledged with 
great respect and admiration. 


Our students continue to be the inspiration for our work and 
the joy of our mission. They are wonderful children who have the 
privilege of growing up in a safe, caring community where the entire 
town cares about each and every one of the them. I am always in 
awe of the responsibility of the office of Superintendent and the 
nature of the trust that is integral to it. The school system is aware 
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of the commitment of the families and community and we are 
prepared to do all that is necessary to bring our schools and our 
students successfully into the next century.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF PUPIL PERSONNEL 
SERVICES 


Dear Dr. Riordan: 


Iam pleased to submit to you this report on the delivery of 
special services to East Bridgewater students. During the 1996-97 
school year, approximately 325 students were served through 
various special education programs. Of this number, over 90% were 
served within our own classrooms and programs. 
We continued to focus on delivery of services within the regular 
education classroom whenever possible. This emphasis applied both 
to the special education services and to the remedial education 
services that took place through the Title I program. Students have 
access to a broader range of knowledge and feel better accepted 
socially when they remain within the regular education setting 
rather than being pulled out for special or remedial services. 
At the Central School, we continued to have a fully integrated 
special services delivery model. In this model the students remain in 
their regular classrooms while receiving help from the special needs 
staff. This model has been very successful in helping students to 
retain their self esteem while coping with learning problems. The 
fact that it works so well is a credit to the regular and special 
education teachers involved and to the many aides who help carry 
out the program. 


Our preschool program enrollment continued to require two 


sessions per day. Because of this program we were able to meet the 
needs of all but one of our preschool special needs students here 
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within our own district. The preschool program is also an integrated 
program as are the other elementary special education programs. At 
the preschool level this means that non-disabled students are 
recruited from the preschool population of the town. These children 
then serve as models and peers for the special education preschool 
aged children. As a result, all of the children learn that everyone is 
valued in spite of their differences. 


The Early Childhood Advisory Council remained very active 
during the year. They sponsored a workshop on handling 
preschoolers and an African Storyteller for the town’s preschool and 
kindergarten children. They also produced three news letters during 
the year which focussed on young children and described normal 
development, activities parents could try, safety issues, and other 
articles of interest to the parents of young children. 

At the Middle School, special services were again provided through 
a combination of mainstreaming and pull-out programs based on the 
strengths and needs of the students. In addition, a substantially 
separate program continued to meet the needs of students who 
required more intensive academic help than could be otherwise 
provided. A program for students with behavioral concerns which 
had been open only to special education students was broadened to 
include both special education and regular education students. 


The High School continued to provide resource help to 
students with special needs through highly individualized 
instruction. As at the other schools, this instruction was 
supplemented with speech therapy or adaptive physical education 
services where necessary. 


Under the leadership of new chairpersons, Mrs. Carol Joy 
and Mrs. Theresa Devlin, the Special Education Parent Advisory 
Council had another very active year. They sponsored workshops on 
a variety of topics of interest to parents and also sponsored a puppet 
show for students at the Central School which helped educate the 
children on the acceptance of diversity and of people with special 
challenges. The puppet show was particularly exciting because the 
pupeteers were all students from the middle school who performed 
the show for third grade students under the supervision of their 
teacher, Miss Branco. 


_ In the area of health services, we continued to implement 
health education programs at each school. We were pleased to have 
Mrs. Donna Harman serve as part time Health Coordinator. At the 
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Central School students at all grade levels, K through 4, learned 
about staying well through The Great Body Shop curriculum. They 
were instructed by their classroom teachers with help from Mrs. 
Harman. At the Middle School, health classes were taught to all 
students in grades 5 through 8 and at the High School, health 
education continued to be taught to all 9 and 10% grade students. 
Additional special health programs, which were coordinated by Mrs. 
Harman, were also presented to students at the High School so that 
students at all grade levels received some health education. 

Fiscal year 1997 saw yet another decline in terms of grant monies 
received. Total grant funding for the year amounted to $305,690. 
This was an decrease of $3,557 from grant funding in FY’96 which 
had amounted to $309,247. Still, we were able to use the available 
funds most effectively. 


During Fiscal ‘97 grant funds were used to provide drug 
abuse prevention education and services; to purchase computers for 
the Central School; to hire aides to implement the integrated special 
education services at the elementary and middle school levels; to 
hire a teacher and an aide to help with the remediation of reading at 
the Middle School; to contract for physical and occupational therapy 
services for the preschool and Kindergarten; to hire a part time Early 
Childhood Coordinator and a part time preschool teacher; to provide 
extensive staff training in the areas of math and science; to hirea 
health specialist and health educator and provide special health 
programs; and to form study groups to examine the new state-wide 
curriculum frameworks. We were able to provide a limited after- 
school tutorial program through the Title 1 grant which allowed 5 
and 6‘ grade and some 7® grade students to receive extra help with 
their school work. 


In summary, the 1996-97 school year was a very active and 
productive one in the area of pupil personnel services. The staff 
continues to be outstanding and commendable in their energy and 
dedication to meeting the needs of all of the students of East 
Bridgewater.

The East Bridgewater educational philosophy guides us in 
planning for over 800 children in pre-school through grade three. 
“We believe... 

... The quality of our schools should be measured by the degree to 
which they successfully provide for the uniqueness of the individual 
learner by creating learning experiences which accommodate the 
variety of learning rates, learning styles and personal needs of our 
students within a spectrum of public school programs.” 


I was very pleased to recommend that Mrs. Lorraine Pratt be 
appointed as appointed Assistant Principal. Mrs. Pratt is a graduate 
of Bridgewater State College with a degree in Elementary Education. 
She earned a Master’s Degree from Simmons College in Education, 
with a certificate in Special Education in 1994. Mrs. Pratt taught here 
at the Central School for a number of years. She has been involved 
with the parent volunteer program, the playground committee and 
the Central School Council. Mrs. Pratt was the Acting Assistant 
Principal here at the Central School for the past year, where she has 
done an exceptionally fine job. 


Dr. Ann Leonard-Zabel was appointed to the Guidance 
Counselor position that was open due to Mrs. Southworth’s 
retirement. Dr. Zabel is a graduate of the University of 
Massachusetts. She earned a Master of Education in Guidance and 
Clinical Counseling from Bridgewater State College, anda C.A.GS. 
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in School Psychology from the University of Massachusetts. Dr. 
Zabel was awarded the Doctor of Education in Child and Youth 
Studies specializing in the areas of Special Services/ Exceptional 
Education from Nova Southeastern University. We feel that Dr. Ann 
Leonard-Zabel will be an outstanding addition to our staff. 


Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Martin was appointed Speech and 
Language Teacher to fill a vacancy. Mrs. Martin is a graduate of 
Rhode Island College and has recently completed the Master of 
Science Degree in Speech/Language Pathology from Massachusetts 
General Hospital Institute of Health Professions. She has practice 
experience at the MGH IHP Language Laboratory, Weymouth Public 
Schools, Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary, and the Brockton | 
Early Intervention Center for children ages 0-3 with language 
impairments. 


There were four new positions created in the FY ‘98 Budget 
that will reduce our class size to 25 students or less per room this 
year. The Central School screening process consisted of five teams of 
teachers who recommended the finalist to the administrative team. 
The new teachers were then recommended to Dr. Riordan, 
Superintendent, for final approval and appointment for the 1997-98 
school year. 


Mrs. Heidi Letendre is a grade three teacher and a graduate 
of Bridgewater State College with a major in Elementary Education. 
Mrs. Letendre was a Special Needs Aide here at the Central School in 
1995-96, and this past year was a teacher in a multi-age classroom at 
the Southbrook School in Bridgewater. 


Miss Gina Spagone was also appointed as a grade three 
teacher. She is a graduate of Plymouth State College with a Bachelor 
of Science Degree in Elementary Education and is currently enrolled 
in a Master’s Degree Program in Special Education at Simmons 
College. Miss Spagone worked as a fourth grade teacher this past 
year in Abington. 


Miss Jodi Nisby was appointed as a grade two teacher due 
to Mrs. Pratt’s promotion as the Assistant Principal. Jodi isa 
graduate of Bridgewater State College with a major in Elementary 
Education. She is currently matriculating in a Master's Degree 
Program in S.P.E.D. at Bridgewater State College. Ms. Nisby has 
been a Special Needs Aide here at the Central School since 1994. 
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Miss Amy Donnell was recommended to teach grade one. 
She is a graduate of Boston College with a Bachelor of Arts in 
Elementary Education and Moderate Special Needs Education and 
will soon complete a Master’s Degree in Curriculum and Instruction. 
Miss Donnell is a teacher/researcher at the Boston College Campus 
School in the Eagle Eyes Project. 


Mrs. Denise Brack is a grade one teacher. She is a graduate 
of Lesley College with a B.A. in Liberal Arts and Elementary 
Education. Mrs. Brack was a Special Needs Aide here at the Central 
School in 1995-96 and a K-2 teacher at the Hull Charter School this 
past year. 


The half-time kindergarten position was filled by Miss 
Noreen Murray. This vacancy is due to Miss Hobson's appointment 
to a full-time kindergarten position. Miss Murray was a Special 
Needs Aide here at the Central School this past year and previously 
was a teacher at the Hugs Plus Learning Center in Stoughton. She is 
a graduate of the University of Massachusetts and is currently 
enrolled in a Master’s Degree program in Special Education at 
Bridgewater State College. 


We moved the entire kindergarten to the high school in 1989 
and this year three classes returned to the Central School. There are 
two kindergartens and the pre-school remaining at the high school. 
The physical education classes are still taught in the cafeteria, the 
gym is used for two third grade classes, and the music program is 
taught in the classrooms as there is no music room. The fourth grade 
was transferred to the Middle School in June of 1997. 


The basic foundation for each child’s educational success is 
established at the Central School. The teachers use the D.C. Heath 
Reading Program under the direction of Mrs. Ann Harper, Reading 
Specialist. This edition features a literature based, thematic 
curriculum that is highly motivational for the children. There is 
extensive use of tradebooks that are especially challenging for our 
exceptional readers. Mrs. Maureen Tucker, Math Specialist, 
supervises the children’s’ progress and conducts teacher training 
programs. The mathematics program features the Addison-Wesley 
math series that is based upon the National Council of Teachers of 
Mathematics Standards. There is a computer in every classroom for 
individual instruction. The third grade children have more intensive 
computer work with four Macintosh computers with CD ROM in 
each classroom. 
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The pre-school program under the direction of Mrs. Marian 
Ferris is outstanding. This program was accredited last year by the 
NAEYC which is national recognition for excellence in Early 
Childhood Education. 


The Guidance Counselors are very much involved with 
student,placement, special education testing, child abuse and neglect 
programs, along with crisis intervention situations. The counselors 
are an essential component in our communication between teachers, 
students, and parents to assure the success of each child. 


Mrs. Victoria Boucher, Central School librarian, has a large 
annual circulation of books with this unique school/town library 
program. As well as having library once a week, the children receive 
special subject instruction on a weekly basis from Mrs. Katherine 
Douglas, art teacher; Mrs. Carolyn Post, physical education teacher; 
and Mrs. Maryanne Rebhan, music teacher. 


This year we have again seen positive community support 
and town department cooperation in many areas. Safety Officer 
Michael Kennedy provided the DARE program as well as teaching 
school bus evacuation, seat belt safety awareness, and child abuse 
prevention. Officer Janice Cunningham will be the new DARE 
officer and she also presents a very positive image of the Police 
Department for the children. 


Mrs. Maureen Hanratty is responsible for the Parent 
Volunteer Program in the classrooms and with special events at 
school. She has been an enormous help in coordinating our 
important volunteer program. 


The Central School Council has been very active this year 
with Mrs. Joanne Benner, Co-Chair. The Council developed a School 
Improvement Plan and were instrumental in developing the FY "99 
Budget presentation to the School Committee. 


This is a very large school which is cleaned and maintained 
by the Head Custodian, Mr. E. Russell Murphy, and his two men, 
Mr. Donald Alger and Mr. James Robak. They have a great deal of 
pride in the building which is obvious in the appearance of the 
school. In the cafeteria, Mrs. Jeanette O’Day and her workers 
prepare several hundred meals daily. Mrs. Karen Lynch, the school 
nurse, sees approximately 50-70 children daily in the clinic. The very 
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competent school secretaries, Mrs. McStowe and Mrs. Tesson, are 
best known to the children and parents as the friendly helpful people 
in the office who really run the school. 


The central office staff with Mr. Achin, Administrative 
Assistant, and Mrs. Levine, Pupil Personnel Director, are always 
helpful to the staff. The School Committee with Chairperson, Mrs. 
Jayne Curley, works many hours to provide an excellent school 
system for the citizens of East Bridgewater.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE GORDON W. MITCHELL 
MIDDLE SCHOOL 
Dear Dr. Riordan: 
I respectfully submit the annual report of the Gordon W. 


Mitchell Middle School. The December, 1997 enrollment was 984 
students. The following is the distribution of students by grade: 


Grade4 209 Grade7 204 
Grade5 190 Grade8 197 
Grade6 184 TOTAL 984 


This represents a net enrollment increase of 216 students in total 
enrollment, and includes Grade 4 which was transferred to the 
Gordon Mitchell Middle School in September. 


The Middle School Building Addition Committee 
continued its oversight of the Renovation/ Addition project. After 
the February school vacation, the 7* & 8 grades occupied the New 
Wing. This transition was made in smooth fashion, for all of the new 
equipment and supplies had been delivered and installed, and the 
students were able to become familiar with their new classrooms 
prior to leaving for vacation. A highlight last June was the 
Recognition Ceremony for eighth grade students held in the new 
Auditorium, the first official use of that space. The renovation phase 
of the construction began in the old wing in March, and it was 
necessary to relocate the 5" and 6" grade students twice during the 
remainder of the school year. Academic classrooms were renovated, 
a new stairwell installed, and new furniture purchased for the 
opening of school in September. The Music suite, Curriculum 
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spaces, clinic, Art Rooms, and the new Guidance and Main offices 
were completed during the summer months. Each area was fitted 
with appropriate furnishings, and by mid-October the entire 
complex was in use. The final phase of the project, finishing the list 
of work that was incomplete or in need of correction, is presently 
ongoing. The entire Middle School staff is to be commended for 
their work and cooperation during this difficult period, for they met 
each challenge willingly and insured that the project would come to 
successful completion. A special note of commendation to our 
Custodial Staff, Mr. Achin, and all who helped when it was 
necessary to work weekends in order to be ready for the September 
opening. Thanks also to the many parent volunteers who were 
working in the building over the Labor Day weekend helping with 
the last minute cleaning needed to prepare for the students. The 
membership of the Building Committee is:

The Middle School Council continued to implement its 
comprehensive School Improvement Plan. The written goals and objectives 
in the categories of STAFF AND STUDENT SUPPORT, 
COMMUNICATIONS, CURRICULUM AND INSTRUCTION, SCHOOL 
CLIMATE, and STUDENT ACTIVITIES were again assessed for progress, 
and follow-up activities to help achieve the stated goals were developed. 
The Council was informed in September that the Mitchell Middle School had 
been awarded a State Grant of $25,000 for an After School Activity Program 
and the funding became available in late November. In December, students 
in grades 4-8 had the opportunity to register for a variety of after school 
programs which began in January 1998. Included in these activities were 
intramurals, visual and performing arts, academic enrichment clubs, and 
training and service learning programs. This grant will allow the school to 
accomplish many of the student activity goals which were part of the School 
Improvement Plan. The FY’99 budget development, consideration of 
concerns which effect the Middle School, and Joint Council meetings were 
the other major initiatives of the Council. This year, the composition of the 
council was:

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The Upper Elementary Task Force was formed in January 
1996. From September 1996 to June 1997, the committee met twice a 
month to complete its mission to insure the smooth transition of the 
' fourth grade from the Central School to the Middle School. 
Additionally, the Task Force was charged with the responsibility of 
studying the developmental and organizational similarities and 
differences between grades 4, 5, and 6. From this study, the 
committee made recommendations which were implemented 
between January and June of 1997. Some of these actions included 
the hiring of additional staff (2 classroom teachers, a Special Needs 
teacher, and one Special Needs aide), developing the partner team 
organization in grades 5 and 6, aligning the reporting terms for all 
three grades, developing consistent parent/teacher conferencing 
practices, organizing the Planning Committee, and surveying third 
and fourth grade students on their playground needs. Other 
recommendations the committee finalized included the following: 1. 
Increase the number of special area teachers; 2. Hire an Instructional 
Technology specialist; 3. Increase positive communication with the 
public; 4. Investigate the concept of a team leader for each grade to 
act as a liaison between the faculty and administration for the 
purpose of strengthening internal communication; 5. Reevaluate 
changes (partner teaming, report card terms, etc.) in spring of 1998 to 
determine progress. 


I would like to thank the members of this committee for their 
continued persistence to effect positive change, their respect for the 
educators’ expertise, and sincere regard for children. Membership in 
the Upper Elementary Task Force included:

The Planning Committee, a subgroup of the Upper Task 
Force, was organized in January 1997 for the purpose of organizing 
transition and welcoming activities for students, parents, and 
teachers involved in the transfer of students in grades 3 and 4 to 
grades 4 and 5 at the Middle School. The following activities were

coordinated and implemented by the members of this high energy 
group: 1. Three visits to 3'4 and 4 grade students by Mrs. McCusker 
in spring 1997; 2. Question and answer sessions in 3*4 and 4 grade 
classes by four 5‘ grade students; 3. Working luncheon planned to 
welcome transferring teachers from Central School; 4. Publication of 
orientation booklet from question and answer sessions; 5. Student 
and parent orientations with Middle School guidance and teaching 
staff; 6. Open house for students and parents the day before school 
began in the fall; 7. Support for the “Evening with Henry Lague” 
organized by E.B.E.A.C. designed to give parents some information 
on the Middle School age student. The commitment of time together 
with determination and creativity enabled this group’s efforts to 
effect one of the smoothest transitions of students, parents, and 
teachers to the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School to date. The 
members of the Planning Committee included:

The 7-8 Planning Committee continued its work preparing 
for the move into the new addition to the Gordon W. Mitchell 
Middle School and any changes that might be made in the 1997-1998 
school year. The committee met throughout the 1996-97 school year 
to review options, visit other schools, discuss recommendations 
regarding budget, examine time on learning requirements and 
develop organizational changes. In the spring, a presentation was 
made to the Middle School Council and then to the School 
Committee. The 1997 school opening began with grades seven and 
eight operating under a different time schedule. Students in grades 
seven and eight are transported on the High School bus run and 
begin classes at approximately 7:40 A.M. Each grade level is 
organized into two four-person teaching teams. Each team is 
responsible for one-half the grades’ enrollment which is equally 
divided. Each four-person team is responsible for teaching the five 
core subject areas for all levels of students. Teams have some 
flexibility in grouping students for their academic needs, with skill 
level instruction in math and reading and more heterogeneous 
grouping in other areas.

The Middle School staff were involved in a variety of 
Curriculum and Professional Development activities during 1997. 
Inservice time was spent on meetings between 34, 4th, 5th & 6th grade 
teachers to insure a smooth transition of 4% & 5 grade students to 
the Middle School in September, planning for team restructuring in 
grades 5-8 for the 1997-98 school year, diversity awareness / 
sensitivity training, student harassment policy training, and a 
workshop on best teaming practices presented by the New England 
League of Middle Schools. During 1997, over 50 teachers and 
support staff attended conferences and workshops in a variety of 
subject areas. During the school year and at the end of June, Middle 
School teachers worked individually and with colleagues on specific 
curriculum development projects. Curriculum projects focus on 
revising or developing new curriculum which implements the MA 
Curriculum Frameworks. System-wide K-12 Curriculum Teams in 
seven content areas were identified for the 1997-98 school year, 
including Middle School staff representatives. The primary goals of 
the Curriculum Teams this year are to begin the process of analyzing 
how the existing K-12 curriculum is aligned with the Massachusetts 
Curriculum Frameworks and to develop curriculum improvement 
objectives for the system. Team members received training in the 
process of “curriculum mapping” in October and began meeting 
together by subject area in December. Middle School staff members 
were also involved in planning with colleagues from Central and 
_ High Schools for the all day system-wide teacher workshop 
scheduled for January 16, 1998 at the Moakley Center for 
Technological Applications at Bridgewater State College. Ongoing 
professional and curriculum development opportunities for staff 
such as these are essential in order to support continuous 
improvement in curriculum, instruction and assessment. 


Students in Grade 8 participated in the new Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment System (MCAS) question tryouts in 
the areas of Mathematics and Science & Technology last spring. In 
the fall, students in Grade 5 participated in a question tryout for 
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(Grade 4) English Language Arts. In the spring of 1998, students in 
Grades 4 and 8 will participate in the first official administration of 
the MCAS test in these three content areas. For the first time, scores 
will be reported for individual students as well as by school. The 
test for History and Social Science is still being developed by the 
Department of Education. 


In April, the Middle School Drama Club Masque Players 
presented the play, Grady’s Hour, written and directed by Grade 8 
Literature teacher and Drama Advisor, Marilyn Guarino. Grady’s 
Hour is a realistic and moving play about the lives of teenagers who 
are substance abusers. 


Once again, Middle School students participating in the 
New England Mathematics League competition placed among the 
top scorers in Plymouth County. The Gordon W. Mitchell Middle 
School was ranked #1 school in Plymouth County in the 7 grade 
contest and received an engraved plaque. Four individual 7 grade 
students placed among the top six ranked students in the region: 
Reilly White (#2), Emily Anne Patt (#3), Michael McCarthy and 
Aimee Wagner (#4). In the 8 grade contest, the Middle School 
placed #4 among the top four ranked schools in Plymouth County. 
For the first time, the sixth grade team placed #2 among the top four 
rated schools in Plymouth County. Two 6% grade students placed 
individually among the top students in Plymouth County as follows: 
Mark Czolpinski ranked second and Ryan MacLeod tied for third. 


Seventh and eighth grade students participated in the 
annual National Geography Bee sponsored by National Geographic 
Society in December. Eighth grader, Reilly White, was the winner of 
the School Finals held in early January. Results of a written 
qualifying examination will determine whether Reilly will be eligible 
to participate in the state level competition of the National 
Geography Bee in the spring of 1998. 


The cultural and curriculum enrichment programs 
sponsored during 1997 by the Middle School Parents & Teachers for 
the Arts included: Native American Day (an annual event), World 
of Anne Frank, Treasure Island by Beau Jest Junior, Scot Cannon: 
Mime & Music, and Dan Butterworth & His Marionettes. Funding 
from the annual Middle School Fall Fundraiser supported all of these 
programs. Beginning in September, it was wonderful to be able to 
bring students into the new Middle School Auditorium for assembly 
programs.

The staff of the Guidance Department, Mr. Gothage, Mrs. 
Cartier, and Ms. Meaney, was involved in the following activities 
throughout the year: supervision of the application and selection | 
process of 49 students for the summer program Project 
Contemporary Competitiveness at Bridgewater State College; 
coordination of the course selection process for all Grade 8 students 
planning to attend East Bridgewater High School or Southeastern 
Vocational; supervision of the administration of the California 
Achievement Tests in grade 6 & 8, and the tryout Massachusetts 
Assessment tests in Science and Math; assisted in the placement of 
students in all grades; coordinated the John Hopkins talent program 
for grade 7 students; organized the free and reduced lunch program 
for all grades, and attended professional meetings sponsored by 
state and regional Guidance associations. All of these activities are in 
addition to the work involving student, teacher, parent and 
administrative communications, administering individual tests to 
students, and coordinating student services with outside agencies. 


The Parent Volunteer program was again coordinated by 
Mrs. Linda Gilbertson, and not only were parents involved in a wide 
range of classroom support activities, but also aided in insuring that 
the school was ready in September for our students. It seems that 
nothing is beyond the capabilities of this group, from helping 
students with reading assignments to washing desks and lockers. 
Many services and practices at the Middle School exist because of 
parent support. 


In closing, let me also thank the entire Middle School staff 
for their efforts. Teachers, custodians, cafeteria workers, secretaries, 
aides, counselors, support staff and administrators all cooperated in 
insuring that every activity associated with the Renovation/ 
Addition project was completed in good fashion with minimal 
impact on the student body. The planning, packing, moving, setting 
up new or temporary classrooms, and orienting the students to the 
changes in both organization and location occurred in excellent 
fashion because of the dedication and efforts of the staff in its 
entirety.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
Dear Dr. Riordan: 


Iam very pleased and proud to submit the annual report of 
the High School for the year 1997. First and foremost, personnel 
changes had a significant impact on the High School. We were 
fortunate to make the most significant addition in recent years to our 
faculty and staff. Of particular significance was the appointment of 
Carolyn Cragin as Assistant Principal. An extensive search process 
was conducted by an exceptional selection committee that 
thoroughly screened approximately fifty candidates from which 
eleven were selected for intensive interviews. Ms. Cragin was 
selected from a field of many highly competent candidates after an 
exhaustive screening and interview process. A highly experienced 
and capable teacher and administrator with over twenty-five years 
of distinguished service in the Weymouth Public Schools, Ms. Cragin 
has proven to be an exceptional choice. She has made many 
extraordinary contributions and has had a significant impact in this 
highly challenging and demanding position in a relatively short 
time. 


We began the year with the retirement of our outstanding 
art teacher of many years, Judith Weyand. Mrs. Weyand’s 
contributions to art in the school and the community are legendary. 
Mrs. Weyand’s example as a teacher, Art Club and AFS advisor, 
member of many important committees, educational leader and as a 
person of the highest standards has been inspirational. We thought 
it might be impossible to find a successful replacement for Mrs. 
Weyand. However, Carolyn Barnes was chosen to succeed her and 
is quickly becoming a legend in her own right. Mrs. Barnes brought 
to us an extraordinary educational and experiential background in 
art, as well as impeccable references. We welcome her to our 
learning community and have enjoyed working with her over the 
past year. 


Harry Amadea retired at the end of the school year. Mr. 
Amadea served for many years as an excellent custodian and head 
custodian. He was highly respected for his many contributions and 
for the outstanding gentleman and public servant that he always 
was. We have found his replacement, James Lucier, to be an 
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excellent addition to our staff. We could not have found a better 
person to succeed Mr. Amadea. 


Nineteen ninety-seven also marked the retirement of 
longtime assistant football coach Mr. Tom Graham. Coach Graham 
was recognized for his many contributions to the East Bridgewater 
athletic program at a special Homecoming ceremony. 


Student support specialist Nancy Miller was chosen for the 
new system-wide school psychologist position in June, which left a 
tremendous void to be filled at the High School. Mrs. Miller 
contributed greatly during the past years to the enhancement of all 
student support services, and although the High School will miss her 
full-time contributions, we are thankful that the system was able to 
retain her services. We were fortunate that Virginia O’Kelly, an 
exceptional special education teacher for many years and prior to 
that an outstanding teacher in French and English, was willing to 
accept this new challenge. Mrs. O’Kelly has already used her 
numerous talents as an educator to ensure the efficient delivery of all 
student support services. In addition, Mrs. O’Kelly was chosen to 
coordinate the special education program at the High School. We 
were also fortunate to be able to name highly successful, veteran 
counselor, H. Vernon Post to the position of student support services 
coordinator. Mr. Post and Mrs. O’Kelly have already brought about 
significant improvements to the delivery of student support services 
in the short time that they have been in these positions. 


With the appointment of Mrs. O’Kelly to the position of 
student support specialist, we were concerned about finding a high 
caliber special needs teacher to replace her. We are thrilled to have 
been able to acquire the services of Catherine Wetherbee, who had 
experience teaching at the Chamberlain School in Middleboro and in 
the Brockton Public Schools. Mrs. Wetherbee was chosen for the 
1997 Excellence in Teaching Award at the Chamberlain School and 
has quickly demonstrated to East Bridgewater High School why she 
received that award. 


For many years we have recognized the need for an 
alternative program for students having difficulty adjusting to the 
regular school program. We were fortunate to be able to hire a 
person to run such a program this school year. Brian Corrigan, a 
Massachusetts native, returned to take on this challenge after fifteen 
years working in the California public schools, primarily servicing 
at-risk students. In the short time since his program began, his 
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impact has been evident in an improvement in the climate for all 
students at East Bridgewater High School and has provided a cost- 
effective alternative for those who are in need of such services. 


We were also fortunate to bring back another native 
Massachusetts resident by hiring John Lucier, a teacher and coach for 
the past four years in Georgia. Mr. Lucier has been a great addition 
to the English department. In addition to his exceptional teaching 
contributions, Mr. Lucier has added strength to our athletic 
department by taking on the roles of assistant football and track 
coach. 


Nancy Hughes, who served as an outstanding school 
librarian at East Bridgewater High School for the past two years, was 
chosen for a teaching position in the social studies and English 
departments. Mrs. Hughes has made an extremely smooth 
transition to her new duties. She also worked diligently to provide 
an equally smooth transition for our new school librarian, Anne 
Johnson. Merrilee Phinney, our library aide, was instrumental in 
providing library services during the first weeks of school without 
the assistance of a librarian. We are truly indebted and appreciative 
of Mrs. Phinney’s going far beyond the call of duty in providing 
library / media services until we hired a new school librarian. We 
were fortunate that Anne Johnson was willing to transfer from the 
Town Library to the High School Library. Mrs. Johnson has proven 
to be an exceptional choice for this position. Working with Mrs. 
Hughes, Mrs. Phinney, the Library Board of Trustees and the school 
administration, she has made great strides to provide more 
comprehensive services than ever. 


We are pleased to add a position of physical education 
teacher to the High school. The hiring of Denise McCarthy has made 
it possible for us to enhance the services to our students in this area. 
Her addition to the coaching staff was most appreciated as well. 
Mrs. McCarthy served as assistant cross country coach and head 
girls winter track coach this year. We have had a great need to have 
female faculty involved in coaching within our athletic department 
and we feel that Mrs. McCarthy will be a tremendous addition in 
this regard. 


Due to the addition of staff, the relocation of Karen Yelle, 
and the partial leave of absence granted to talented math teacher, 
Jamil Siddiqui, it became necessary to fill two positions in that 
department. We were fortunate to obtain the services of Marianne 
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Rosato, a former teacher at Stoughton High School with many years 
of experience teaching at the college level. Mrs. Rosato has proven 
to be a highly competent and enthusiastic new member of the math 
department. It took some time to find a permanent replacement for 
the second position. Paul Haitas, a veteran of the Boston and 
Chelsea schools, was the unanimous choice of the selection 
comunittee to fill the second position. We look forward to working 
with him as well. We were pleased to hire world language teacher 
Christine Liva for the position created by the resignation of Spanish 
teacher Ed Macedo after many years of service. Ms. Liva has had a 
positive impact on that department and the school since joining us. 


In the science department we had the good fortune of 
securing the services of a very promising young educator, Rudd 
Platt, for a part-time science position. Mr. Platt has provided us with 
far more service and effort than we anticipated as a part-time teacher 
and as freshman class advisor. 


We are grateful that we were able to add a secretarial 
position at the High School for this year. We are even more grateful 
to have selected Maureen Hill as the successful candidate for that 
position. Formerly serving in an extremely professional manner as 
our teachers’ aide, an officer for many years of the Viking Sports 
Parents, and a volunteer extraordinaire, Mrs. Hill has brought about 
a tremendous improvement in the quantity and quality of service to 
our students, faculty and the public in general. We were fortunate to 
acquire Charlene Rollins to replace Mrs. Hill as teacher aide. Mrs. 
Rollins has had many relevant experiences that have made her an 
invaluable addition to our staff. 


Another outstanding candidate, Thomas MacDonald, has 
filled the newly-created position of supervisory aide. Mr. 
MacDonald is a certified teacher with teaching as well as coaching 
experience. We are happy to have a gentleman of Mr. MacDonald’s 
caliber filling this new and important position. 


With the increased funding we received, we were able to 
add to the student activities that we offer. Significant in this regard 
was the establishment of a winter track program which has been 
highly successful and has doubled the number of our students who 
have been able to participate in a winter sport. We were also pleased 
to fill the previously funded, but unfilled position, of newspaper 
advisor. The new Viking Voice, under the direction of English 
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coordinator, Patrick Cronin, has been a tremendous success and has 
contributed to the school and the community. 


We began the high school year with the continuing steady 
increase of students that we have experienced in recent years. As of 
the official October 1 enrollment, 634 students, eighteen more than 
last year, attended East Bridgewater High School. The breakdown by 
grade and gender is as follows:

The second year of the block scheduling concept took place 
this year. We evaluated the first year of block scheduling and were 
encouraged with the results of that evaluation. Most parents, 
students and faculty have found block scheduling to be a positive 
way of organizing the school day. We have also found that students 
generally received higher grades under this plan. As with any 
program, improvements can be made, and we learned much from 
the input of our parents, teachers and students that will help us 
improve our scheduling process. We have found that students have 
been able to take more courses with block scheduling, and 
preliminary evidence indicates an improvement in the quality of 
learning as well. 


Our co-curricular programs, coordinated by student 
activities coordinator Barbara Gillespie, music director Dan Lasdow 
and athletic director Allen Smith, are exceptional. Our Viking Band 
and Color Guard were champions for the third year ina row. Band 
and chorus members represented the school in an exemplary manner 
in numerous community events, and individual members were 
recipients of many awards. Our athletic teams earned a 
championship in girls’ track, and tournament qualification in 
baseball, girls’ soccer and track. Theater continued to grow in 
quality and student involvement under the direction of Helen Cox 
and Nancy Miller. In academics, in scholarship awards, in 
performing arts, both music and drama, in student government, 
athletics and in citizenship, East hte reg High School is the 
“Home of the Champions!” 


A follow-up to the evaluation by the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges accreditation visit in November 
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1996, continued our evaluation and improvement efforts. During 
much of 1997, a distinguished follow-up committee evaluated 
progress toward goals that were designated by the commission. The 
attainment of these goals, and the generally very positive report of 
the NEASC Committee, are evidence of our commitment to continue 
to offer our students an outstanding education. Math coordinator 
Leanna Russell, who chaired our steering committee during the 
evaluation process, generously offered her services as chair of the 
follow-up committee. We are thankful to the following highly 
distinguished and hardworking faculty committee members who 
contributed a great deal of time and quality effort in preparing a one- 
year follow-up report to the NEASC evaluation: Rita Crowell, Nancy 
Hughes, Arthur Isley, Al Kjellerstedt, George McCabe, Nancy 
Miller, Sherley Phillips, Virginia O’Kelly, Vernon Post and Carolyn

Our High School Council, established by the Education 
Reform legislation, has a very significant advisory role in regard to 
all High school programs and activities. The council must review 
the budget and is responsible for the development and 
implementation of a School Improvement Plan that is filed with the 
Department of Education. Our council has been invaluable 
providing assistance, guidance and initiative as plans are developed 
and ideas tested. The School Improvement Plan for 1997-1998 
includes monitoring and support for the NEASC evaluation and 
block scheduling, review of the graduation requirements and 
weighted class rank, review of the delivery of student support 
services and of the High School administrative structure. Members 
of the council are: community member Jean Eastman; parents Jane 
Haines (co-chair), Dorothy Tully, Donald Nelson and Beth Hayes; 
faculty Arthur Isley, Bill Smith and Jo-Ann O’Brien; students Beth 
Resendes, Thomas Clements, Elisa Breheny, Kristine Lewis and Amy 
Healy, and administrators George Kelly (co-chair) and Carolyn 
Cragin (ex-officio). 


As the High School expands learning opportunities for 
students and as our enrollment grows by the projected 10%, 
increased staff and classroom space will be needed, particularly if we 
are to meet the requirements of Educational Reform. We will need 
teachers in English, business, art, math, science, technology, social 
studies and world languages. While much has been accomplished in 
our technology program, especially our recent connection to the 
Internet and the creation of our own East Bridgewater High School 
web page, the High School also needs to expand its computer 
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capabilities and computer access for all students on a regular basis. 
Many of our computers are antiquated and thus not able to run the 
software that is now available for instructional purposes. There are 
also many building maintenance concerns such as lockers, doors, 
floor tiles, the heating system and school security issues that have 
been deferred because of budget constraints. Many of these will 
have to be addressed in the very near future. 


We are always pleased with the accomplishments of our 
students and the High School program. We believe that what we do, 
we do well. We are also always concerned that there are many 
things we cannot do for lack of a program, course or staff. As the 
problems of our society escalate, so do the problems of adolescents. 
There is a need for remedial staff for regular education students, a 
school psychologist, an adjustment counselor, a social worker, a 
comprehensive school-to-career program and additional special 
education staff as we work towards full inclusion. 


While funding and resources are a very real concern, East 
Bridgewater High School continues to provide a quality educational 
experience. Our strengths are in the overall motivation and 
commitment of our students and staff. There is a positive learning 
climate that is demonstrated in the excellent rapport between 
students and teachers. Over 80% of the Class of 1997 went on to 
some form of higher education. Our graduates attain admission into 
the colleges and universities of their choice. Our alumni indicate 
that their high school education prepared them for the competitive 
study of higher education. Our graduates are accepted into 
prestigious schools and colleges and they are very successful as they 
begin in career fields. There is a plaque over our front doors that 
reads, “Through these doors pass the world’s best students.” We 
have every reason to believe this, since our student body, overall, 
continues to hold high standards, demonstrate responsibility and 
caring for others and pride in the school image and school 
performance. 


The High School administration would like to thank the 
Police, Fire, Highway, Library and Town Hall administrative 
departments for all of their cooperation and assistance throughout 
the year. We receive a great deal of help from the other Town 
Departments and this is very much appreciated. I would also like to 
thank our tireless and dedicated School Committee for their support 
and efforts on behalf of our students. I am personally grateful to 
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Assistant Principal, Carolyn Cragin, the faculty and all of our 
support staff for their continued commitment to excellence. 


If our needs appear great, it is the consequence of previous 
years of limited budgets, Educational Reform requirements, societal 
influences and the challenges of our changing role in the 
technological and global environment in which all of us must be at 
ease. We can and will meet all challenges. We do seek the continued 
support of the community. Our vision is a shared one—that ALL 
students can be successful. This is evident in our mission statement: 
East Bridgewater High School is a learning community where every 
individual continues to develop a sense of self-worth, social responsibility 
and accomplishment through effort and perseverance.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF ATHLETICS 
Dear Dr. Riordan: 


The winters in New England are always cold, snowy and 
blustery. The winter of 1997 was just a little warmer than most. It 
was hard to notice because we didn’t get any warm weather until 
mid May. Thank God for high school sports. They seem to make the 
winter go faster. Our boys basketball team struggled to a 4-16 
season.

Approximately 80 students in grades 5-8 were in attendance 
at the second Youth Concert At Boston Symphony Hall, which took 
place on March 12. . Special thanks goes to Mrs. Michelle Bernard, 
Town Chairperson, for organizing the concert series. Mrs. Bernard 
will retire from this position this year, after many years of service. 
We are looking to find a replacement for her in order to continue 
providing this wonderful musical experience for our students. East 
Bridgewater has attended Boston Symphony concerts for 25 years. 


Ms. Barbara Berry has joined our faculty as Music Teacher at 
the Middle School. With the addition of this teaching position, we 
are now able to offer classroom music to grades four and eight; an 
instrumental music exploration class for grade four; a piano 
keyboard elective for grade eight; three music electives at the high 
school: Music It’s Role And Importance In Our Lives; The Arts In 
Time; and Music Technology. 


Music Parents President Mrs. Anne Perry, wrote to the Avedis 
Zildjian Cymbal Company, Norwell MA, and asked for the donation of 
cymbals to our music program. The Zildjian Company responded to her 
letter and donated over $1,000.00 worth of first quality cymbals to our band. 


The All Schools Band Festival was held in May. 200 students in 
grades 4-12 performed for a capacity audience. The grand finale featured a 
combined performance of the “1812 Overture.” 


The All Schools Choral Festival was also held in May in the HS 


Auditorium. The concert featured all of our choral students in grades 4-12, 
under the direction of Ms. Bell. 
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Walt Disney World, Orlando Florida has accepted the High School 
Concert Band, Concert Choir and Viking Marching Band to perform at 
Disney’s Magic Music Days, April 23-28, 1998. The performances will take 
place April 24 and 26. On April 25%, students will participate in workshops 
for Band and Choir at Epcot. The Viking Marching Band will parade down 
Main Street in the Magic Kingdom, and Concert Band and Concert Choir will 
perform on stage at Tomorrow Land. 


Ms. Bell was Auditions Chairperson for the 1997 SEMSBA Music 
Festival and was in charge of organizing the entire audition procedure for 
both senior and junior SEMSBA festival auditions. 


Mr. Fantucchio was the 1997 Conductor of the 100 member Junior 
High School SEMSBA Festival Band. The concert was held at Silver Lake 
Junior High in Pembroke. 


Ms. Barbara Berry, Middle School Music Teacher, has recently 
auditioned and been accepted to the Tanglewood Festival Chorus. This 
chorus is a prestigious, world renowned group that performs with the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, under the direction of Maestro, Seiji Ozawa. 
This musical experience is indeed an honor for Ms. Berry and will enhance 
her teaching by setting a goal oriented example for her students. She will be 
a visible representative of the East Bridgewater Schools as a performer at 
Symphony Hall, Carnegie Hall, and the United Nations at the opening of the 
Winter games. (Ms. Berry will perform on international television at the 
opening of the 1998 Winter Olympics.) 


The Director of Music was invited to speak to the Music Education 
students enrolled in the Marching Band Techniques course at the Berklee 
College Of Music, in Boston. Topics included effective methods of 
organizing and teaching a small band. East Bridgewater was selected as a 
school that consistently displayed excellent musical and visual qualities. The 
Director was also invited to speak at the University of Massachusetts at 
Lowell and present topics on Music Education related to our music program 
at East Bridgewater to Music Education students. 


Ms. Berry’s sixth grade class presented a performance of “Let’s Hear 
It For America,” for parents and invited classes, as part of the sixth grade 
music curriculum. The audience enjoyed excellent singing, choreography, 
solo work, and narration from the students. 


_ Members of the HS Concert Band performed at the Middle School on 
Sunday, October 19, at the “Taste Of East Bridgewater” project to raise funds 
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for education in East Bridgewater. Mr. Fantucchio and Mr. Lasdow 
performed with the students as part of the musical ensemble. 


The Viking Band was awarded a Gold Medal and first place in the 
New England Scholastic Band Association (NESBA) Championship Finals at 
Tufts University on November 2. This is the third consecutive year the band 
has won the New England Championship for Division 1.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SCHOOL FOOD SERVICES 
Dear Dr. Riordan: 


I am pleased to submit the annual report of the School Food 
Service for 1997. The School Food Service under the capable 
leadership of the cafeteria managers and their personnel continues to 
offer a wide variety of lunches to the students of East Bridgewater. 


The program continues to meet the nutritional needs of its students 
while presenting food options which meet the new revised State and Federal 
guidelines. 


Many of the options and choices desired by the students are met in 
part by having some of the government commodities processed into items 
which are preferred by the students. Some of these processed items are 
chicken nuggets, chicken patties, meatballs, sausage and pork patties. 
Students continue to prefer a “fast food” type of menu over the more 
traditional types of meals. 


The charge for a full student lunch including milk and dessert 
remains at $1.00 for the eighth year ina row. The lunch program, especially 
at the Middle and High School, features an extensive a-la-carte program with 
a variety of appetizing offerings. The sale of a-la-carte items which 
supplements the lunch program has enabled the price of a student lunch to 
remain the lowest in the area. The rising price of salaries, benefits and non- 
government food products has resulted in a significant decrease in the 
operating surplus of the school lunch program. It is imperative that the 
school lunch prices be increased for the next year in order to continue to 
- have a viable lunch program which can continue to be enjoyed by all the 
students participating in the lunch program. 


The School Lunch Program offers some limited commodities, as well 
as milk, to the kindergarten program, and supplies meals to senior citizens 
on a weekly basis at the Middle School. The High School cafeteria is also 
currently providing lunches for READS Academy, a collaborative program 
for students from East Bridgewater and surrounding towns, which is located 
on Pleasant Street. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the School Lunch 
Program Managers, Mrs. Jeanette O’Day, Central School; Mrs. Sophie Stec, 
Middle School; and Mrs. Kay Mormino, High School, and all the workers 
and substitutes at all the schools. A special thank you to Mrs. Jacqueline 
Edwards, Administrative Assistant to the Director, for her outstanding work.
